The United States Expects a Reply to 
Former Demands. 


IMPORTANT CONFERENCE BETWEEN 
BLAINE AND MONTT, 


The Chilian Representative Points Out 
Discrepances in the Testimony on the 
Valparaiso Affair—Chili’s Side ofthe 
Case Strongly Put—Egan’s Recall Has 
Not Been Demanded-—The Message 
Goes to Congress To- Morrow. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 23.—It can be 
dated on the highest authority that there is 


no truth in the cabled report from Santiago‘ 


that the United States has forwarded an ulti- 
matum to Chill stating that no further de- 
lay in the settlement of the dispute between 
the two Governments will be tolerated. It is 
a fact, however, that the President, through 
secretary Blaine, has notified the Chilian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs that the delay in 
the receipt of Chili’s answer is very irri- 
tating at thisend ofthe line and suggesting 
in very significant terms the desirability of a 
speedy response to the representation of the 
United States. The cablegram conveying 
this communication was dispatched to Min- 
ister Egan, and by him delivered to Senor 
Pereira, Chiltan Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
It is in nosense an ultimatum, but is a sig- 
nificant warning that the Chilian Govern- 
ment is consuming too much time and therelg 
endangering a peaceful settlement of the 
controvery. 
IMPORTANT CONFERENCE, 

A conference of the highest importance oc- 
curred this afternoon between Secretary 
Biaine and the Chilian Minister. Senor 
Montt called at the State Department, but 
finding that the Secretary had not 
left his house, crossed the square 
to the big red mansion and 
spent two hours in Mr. Blaine’slibrary. The 
Chilian Minister stated to Mr. Blame that he 
had called to confer with him regarding what 
he believed to be the most Important phase 
of the pending controversy, namely, the 
discrepancy existing between the find- 
ings of the Chilian Court of 
crimes and the testimony of the 
sallors of the Baltimore taken by Judge 
Remey at the inquiry recently held at Vallejo, 
Cal. if there was a practical agreement 
between the testimony given before the 
Court of Crimes in Valparaiso and that given 
before the United States Advocate General at 
Vallejo, Senor Montt believed that the findings 
ofthe court presided over by Judge Foster 
must certainly be satisfatory to the United | 
States. Me repeated the statement made 
some days ago to the effect that the decision 
of the Court of Crimes in the case of the men 
declared gullty would be, approved without 
unnecessary delay and at once put into exe- 
cution. 

The grave question therefore arose as to 
whether the sentences imposea upon the 
three Chililans would be regarded as satis- 
factory to the United States as indicating 
Chili's willingness to punish the men who 
committed the assault upon the Baltimore's 
sailors, The Minister carefully avoided any 
reference to a possible apology to accom- 
pany a formal statement to the Unitec States 
of the findings of the Chilian courts, and con- 
fined himself exclusively to the single matter

A POINT OF DIFFERENCE. 

The amda vit furnished Secretary Blaine by 
Minister Montt is similar in substance to the 
testimony given by Talvott at Vallejo, except 
in the very important particular of the part 
borhe by the police in the affair. on 
this point Talbott testified before 
the Court of Crimes that a police 
officer entered the doorway where he had 
sought shelter from the mob, and removed 
his bat, giving him in exchange a hat, that 
he might not thereafter be identified as an 
American sailor, and thus escape 
the attack of the mob. This 
action Talbott believed to have 
been humane and considerate. He was after- 
wards placed in charge of two policemen, 
who marched him off between them without 
offering him any violence whatever. 

This affidavit is attested by Lieut. McCrea 
of the Baltimore, who understands the 
Spanish language thoroughly and who 
acted as interpreter during the 
examination before the Judge of Crimes. 
Lieut. McCrea in attesting the affidavit de- 
clared that the translation of it was made 
known to the affiant, and by him accepted 
as an accurate statement of the facts. 
It is not known whether Senor Montt has 
received other affidavits of the sailors ex- 
amined before the Judge of Crime, but it is 
sup that this phase of the case will be 
thoroughly exploited by the Chilian Govern. 
mentin order that it can be considered by 
the Pyesident and his Cabinet in connection 
with the reply which it is now expected will 
de made within a few days. 

EGAN’S ALLEGED RECALL. 

The SUNDAY Post-DisPaTCH correspondent 
igaiso able to state that Minister Egan’s with- 
Grawal has not deen requested” by Senor 
Montt. The facts which. probably consti- 
tuted the basis of the rumor are interesting. 
Five or six weeks ago the Chilian Minister at 
Washington received from Senor Matta, the 
then Minister of Foreign Affairs, a confiden- 
tial Communication dfrecting him to sound 
this Government upon its willingness to 
withdraw Minister Egan. Minister Montt 
proceeded to carry out his instructions. He 
intimated to Secretary Blaine that the Chilian 
Government would be giad to have, Minister 
Egan recalied. Mr. Blaine at once inquired 
ifthe Chilian Minister desired him to regard 
the intimation as official as stated, that if 
such were the case it woald * 
necessary for Senor Montt to re- 
duce the request to writing and present it 
formally. Minister Montt divined that a 
demand thus formally presented would seri- 
ously complicate the situation and perhaps 
prevent a peaceful settlement ofthe contro. 
versy. He therefore refrained from pressing 
the matter at the time. Within the past 
two or three days he has again 
recurred to the subject, but has 
again been met by Secretary Blaine with the 
reiteration of the statement that no request 
for the withdrawal of Minister Egan could be 
entertained unless reduced to writing 
and formally presented. It is said 
at the State Department that not 
withstanding the firm stand taken by the 
United States there would be no delay in 
withdrawing Minister Egan shoul -the 
Chillan Government formalig request it. 
This is regarded asa change ot position in 
the matter but is Dy no Means a con- 
cession to Chill. Should the government 
of the United States refuse Chili’s demand for 
Egan’s recall President Montt and his ad- 
visers would be obliged either to send the 
American minister his passports or to aban- 
don the attempt to get rid of him. 

COMPLICATIONS THAT WOULD FOLLOW, 

Should the United States recall Egan it 
would bedone with a warning to Chili that 
diplomatic relations must cease and Minister 
Montt would promptly receive his pas#ports 
with a notice to quit the country. This would 
complicate the situation and the Chilian 
Government, understanding this fact, is not 
likely to urge Egan’s recall upon the condli- 
tions described. 

Senor Montt to-day declined to make any 
statement regarding the report of the request 
for Egan’s recall, but Secretary Biaine, in 
response to an inquiry of the SunNpAY Posr- 
DISPATCH correspondent this afternoon, de- 
clared that the State Department possessed 
no information upon which such a report 
could be based. 

The appearance of Senor Montt at th® State 
Department early this morning Created quite 
a flurry, but as Secretary Blane was not 
there the Chilian Minister walked down the 
long corridor to the room occupied by Second 
Assistant Secretary Adee. It is said 
that senor Montt, who has grown 
very sensitive since he was first 
refused recognition as the agent of the Con. 
gressional party in this country, has held no 
communication with First Assistant Secre- 
tary Wharto.. for several months. It was 
Mr. Wharton’s duty to receive Senor Montt 
at the time when Secretary Blaine was ab- 
sent at Bar Harbor. It is quite natural there- 
fore that Chilign Minister should pre 
fer to ct his business with one of 
the other Secretaries. He called to-day 
simply to request that the Chuan Foreign 
Office at Santiago be furnished with a few 
Government publications, a request that un- 
fortunately the State Department was unable 
to comply with, the publications being out of 
print. The subject of the works was dry 
statistics with not the remotest bearing upon 
the present controversy.

NAVAL PREPARATIONS. 


ACTIVITY UNABATED IN THE DPEPARTMENT 
—EXPENSIVE TELEGRAMS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 23.—Among the 
new warlike developmests yesterday were 
the shipment ofa lot ofchartsto San Fran- 
cisco for the use of any merchant vessel tha 
may be needed as an auxiliary cruiser or 
transport; the preparation of plans for 
fitting out floating machine shops to be used 
in making repairs at sea and a discussion by 
the Board of Bur eau Chiefs of certain plan 
for coaling vesse Is while out at sea. One of 
these latter plans was submitted by Com 
mander Crowpinshield and was regarded 
with considerable favor by the board. It 
provides for the erection of spars on the 
sides of ships so thattwo vessels cah come 


together and transfer coal without danger to 
either even in a rough sea. 

A number of machine firms throughout the 
country bave offered the use of thetr shops to 
the Government forany hurried work that 
may be requiredin the way of converting 
‘merchant vessels into avatiable cruisers. 

Several female nurses belonging to the Red 
Cross Society have offered their services to 
— * Government in case war is declared with 
Chin. .

THE CRAZE FOR AN ALLEGED CURE FOR 
. INFLUENZA. 


Funerals Take Place Without Mourners— 
Condition of a Clergyman at the Grave 
of a Victim of the Disease—Florence 
Nightingale Ill—Gladstone’s Condition 
—A Thrifty Undertaker’s Novel Ad- 
vertisement ~ British Parliament — 
Events in England. 


Lorpon, Jan. When this great city gets 
a tight hold som amy good fad it runs it to 
death. The latest craze, and no other word 
but craze adeq expresses the situation, 
is for eucalyptus oll asa cure for influenza. 
This eucalyptus Gif boom was started by a 
letter from an nt doctor who inspired a 
newspaper con ersy. There has been 
varying demand for tt all winter, but it would 
probably never have burst into sucha posi- 
tive rush if the rs at Sandringham had 
not discovered t the Princess of Wales 
and the young sprinkled a few drops 
on their hankerchifefs before going into the 
sick room of Clarence. Since then 
druggists have been overwhelmed with 
orders for eucalyptus ofl. It has trebled in 
price. Three weeks ago any druggist would 
have been glad to gell you an ounce bottle for 
% cents. To-day he considers he is doing 
you a favor if he ils the same quantity for 
7% cents. During the royal funeral at st. 
Georges Chapel at Windsor several 
women carried sucalyptus ou in silver 
mounted vinaigrettes and sprinkled it freely 
on their handkerchiefs andthe overcoats of 
their male escorts. It made the nave of the 
chapel smell like a painter’s shop. In rallway 
trains, omnibuses, railway stations and even 
onthe streets itigthe same story. People 
almost soak themselves in this odor- 
iferous fluid. Women in the Strand 
tea shops put three drops on a 
lamp of sugar to suck, Confectioners make 
eucalyptus lozenges which can be bought 
everywhere. In barber shops and cigar 
stands diluted eucalyptus is disseminated 
through spray bottles. Clerks in offices 
sprinkle their bioctting pads with it. 
Hanson cabs are redolent. It 
is impossible to esca pe its all 
pervading odors, The demand at the medi- 
cal department of thearmy and navy stores 
is sO great that a clerk was specially set aside 
to fill up ounce bottles with eucalyptus, 
which sold as fast as he could hand them 
over the counter. Tis clerk is now down 
with one of the worst cases Of Influenza on 
record. 

Meanwhile influenza continues rampant. 
The death rate this week is quite as high as 
it was last. The total average in January 
will probably be higher than anything known 
in London, except in times of pestilence. 
Every department of public service is 
crippled. Mails are delayed and trains 
running behind time. Two funerals took place 
yesterday at which there were no mourners 
all the relatives being sufferers from in- 
fluenza. At another burial the officiating 
clergyman requested the mourners to stand 
during the service at the grave with their 
hats on because of the danger involved by 
being uncovered. The popular demand for 
an official inquiry into the nature and causes 
of influenza will probably be complied with 
and a royal commission appointed to in- 
vestigate. 

Florence Nightingale is thelatest victim 
of the prevailing disease. Her recovery is 
very doubtful as sue is now 72 years old and 
been an invalidalong time. She was to re 
turn to London after four months in the 
country. Her health has not improved by 
the sojourn. She sees no one save intimate 
friends, and lives alone with her faithful 
maid to care for her. 

Herbert Gladstone, who left to join his 
father at the Riviera to-day, says he will not 
return to London until all danger of another 
attack of influenza is gone. It is not at all 
likely he will be here for the opening of Par- 
na ment next month, unless some unexpected 
crisis requires it. The House will be a 
mournful place enough when it assemblies. 
Nearly everybody will de dressed in Diack, as 
a result of the epidemic. 

Funeral directors are, of course, reaping a 
golden harvest. It might seem that at such 
atime there would be less occasion than 
usual to advertise their business, but, in fact, 
the increasé in the demand for their services 
has had the effect of stimulating competition 
among them. A novel method of attracting 
custom has been adopted dy one undertaker 
in the East End. He causes a hearse to de 
drawn through the reets bearing a large sign 
with his name and addressand the announce- 
ment that his charges for conducting a fun- 
eral are only 2% shilling and 6 pence upward. 
The hearse is accompanied by three gloomy 
looking individuals, dressed completely in 
black, and the device succeeds in attracting 
much attention.

What will Lord Randolpb Churchill do in 
politics?“ is a question heard on every side 
in the Tory clubs since his return from South 
Africa, remarkable testimony to the fact 
that his political influence is not regarded as 
exhausted. 

It is, of course, possible that after all Lord 
Caurchili may leave the House of Commons 
for an official position abroad, but there is a 
strong desire to hear what he has to say upon 
the eight-hours question and upon the 
programme of the session. It is 
generally belicved that he will earnestly 
support the Government in putting forward 
Irish local government, and that he may 
join and probabiy lead, those of the Tortes 
who are demanding at any other cost, 
the time and opportunity for deal- 
ing with matters which they cogsider 
of first importance in regard to the 
election. Lord Randoiph will disappoint 
many expectants if he shows himself at all 
squeamish to breaking down constitutional 
practice upon the time of dissolution of 
Parliament. 

The burning question of the next few 
months, so far as Britin Methodism is con- 
cerned, is the suggested application to Par- 
Hament for powers to relax the 
present rule of ministerial itineracy. This 
Will come before the ensuing May District 
committees, and upon them and upon the 
lesser Methodist local courts will rest the re- 
sponsibility of expressing the mind of the 
Connexion.

IMPORTANT ELECTION, 


FIERCELY FOUGHT CONTEST BETWEEN ENGLISH 
CONSERVATIVES AND LIBERALS. 

Lovpox, Jan. B. — What is looked upon as 
the most Important election in the recent 
history of English politics took place to-day 
in the Rossendale .division of Lancashire.

Judge Davis’ Futile Attempt to Save 
the Desperado’s Life. 


EXCITING EPISODE IN THE LIFE OF A 
ST. LOUIS LAWYER, 


One of Mark Twain’s * “Roughing It” 
Stories Corrected by a Principal Actor 
in the Tragedy—Interceding Vainly 
With a Party of Vigilantes in Mon- 


tana. 


Every morning, in good weather, there 
rides into the city on a suburban train a man 
of #0 years, which he carries like a youth, 
with a short white, rounded beard, the nose 
of command, and clear, steady, bluish gray 
eyes. He is Judge Alexander Davis, who 
was the miners’ judge in Virginia City, 
Monte, in 1868, when the vigilantes consum- 
mated their work for law and order by hang- 
ing Capt. A. Jt Slade, the desperado most 
feared of all the border rumans who were 
carrying things with a thigh hand on the 
frontier at thattime, The tragical tncident 
is among the most famous episodes of west- 
ern history, and Mark Twain, in Roughing 
It,’’ devotes a good many pages to describ- 
ing it. Judge Davis himself seldom speaks 
of it, and when he does it u with great agi- 


tation. 

The Judge is a Kentuckian by birth, and 
was born in Greenup County in 1882, He came 
to Missour! when he was 18 years old, and 
studied law. When the war broke out he 
went into the army and was the Lieutenant- 
colonel of Gen. EK. A. Steen’s Fifth Division 
of Missouri State Guards. He fought at Fort 
scott, Lexington and Pea Ridge and went 
through the whole campaign in this partot the 
country without a scratch. When things got 
quieter here, he went to Montana, and 
opened an office in Virginia City where he 
helped to carry the community through the 
most troublesome part of its existence, the 
days when there was a continual struggle 
Judge 


vis had winning investments there, and 
when he came back to St. Louis in 4871, he 
was in very good circumstances. Twenty 
years’ practice At the bar since then has 
made himoneof the most substantial citl- 
gens ofthe town. He lives at Davis Station, 
a pleasant little town on the St. Louis & Sub- 
urban road, and has a law office on Chestnut 
street, but he has turned most of his business 
over to his nephew,jand keeps his office hours 
more through force of habit than anything 
else. His manner to strangers, as well as 
friends, is most cordial. His voice is very 
gentie, with that firm undertone in it one ob- 
serves in the self-controlied speech of those 
who have to direct men. One would say at 
first sight of him, ‘‘Hereisa manof charac- 
ter, His words have the accent of the 
south, andnot oneof themends with the 
schoolmaster’s g. He dresses plainly but 
neatly. 

Judge Davistold the story of the hanging 
of Slade the other day to a Post- DISPATCH 
reporter. It was the first time he had ever 
described thre affair for publication, and be- 
fore he got through his eyes were glowing, 
and his fingers were nervously turning them.- 
selves about each other. Slade went out 
from Clinton County, Llinois, where he was 
born, to Virginia City. He married a Mis- 
Gurt girl, whose parents lived in Jarbor 
County. e took with hima letter of intro- 
duction to Judge Davis, who was then in 
Virginia City, from Gen. Bela M. Hughes. 
Slade, at that time, was a fugitive from jus- 
tice in Dilinols, but Gen. Hughes did not 
know it. Slade had beenina fight with a 
man and had killed him witha stone. He 
was only 85 years old when he went to Mon- 
tana, was of medium height, well built, with 
brown eyes of remarkable beguty. Judge 
Davis speaks of this feature as ‘‘the prettiest 
eye lever saw ina man's head.“ Slade was 
a farmer in IIIinois. When he got to Mon- 
tana heat once attracted the attention of 
Ben Holliday of the Overland Stage line, who 
was having much trouble with border thieves 
and untrustworthy employes. He hired 
Slade, and he had i other man on the 
line in mortal terror of him in a few weeks. 
Then Holliday made him his 
eral superintendent ap gave 
him full control of everything, 
stipulating only that the stages should come 
inontime. Slade sawto that and Holliday 
was satisfied. A writer ina paper about that 
time declared that Slade was generally feared 
a good deal more than the Aimighty from 
Kearney west, and that seems to be exactly 
true. e tolerated no rebellion. The man 
on the stage line who disagreed with him had 
to leave the country or be killed. It is im- 

sible to say how many people were killed 
y him orthrough him. He would ride up to 
the house of a station-keeper who had given 
him offense, t into a quarrel, turn the 
house out of windows and maltreat the occu- 
pants most On one of 
these murdered the 
station-keeper ke a coward. He 
went into the place and asked the man for a 
cigar. The victim. stooped, and when he 
arose with the box in his hand, he was look 
ing into Slade’s pistol, The next instant he 
was dead. Slade tookthe boy of the dead 
man and A him to his wife. to adopt. 
Jules was the man after whom Julesburg was 
named. Before Slade came, Jules reigned 
supremé along the line. Slade saw that one 
of them must die, and sent word to Jules. 
Jules got the first chance, and puta load of 
buckshat into Slade. Slade recovered, went 
after Jules, gotthe dropon him and Killed 
him in cold blood. Then he cut off Jules’ ears 
and carried them around in his pocket for 
éeveral days. 


After this exploit the recklessness of Slade 
gotthe better of him. He had a quarrel with 
lien Holliday, left the stage line and began 
freighting. This was a money-making bust 
ness. He lived on a ranch near Virginia 
City, and his teams were strung all along the 
road between the freighting points.

A GENERAL BRIDGE LAW. 


Mr. Vest’s Recommendation in a Report 
to the Senate. 


WASHINGTON. D. C., Jan. 23.—In the Sen- 
ate to-day Mr. Vest, from the Committee on 
Commérce, submitted the following report: 

The Committee on Commerce, to whom 
was referred Senate bill to authorize the con- 
struction of bridges across the Missouri 
River between its mouth and the 


mouth of the Dakota or James River, and 
across the Mississippi River between the port 
of St. Paul, in the State of Minnesota, and 
the port of Natchez, in the State of Missis- 
sippi, and across the Illinois River between 
its mouth and Lasalle, in the State of Illinols 
and to prescribe the character, location and 
dimensions of the same, beg leave to make 
the following report: 

This bill was originally introduced at the 
first session of the Fiftieth Congress and 
originated with the Missouri River Transpor- 
tation Co., one of the officers of said company 
having made the draft of the 
original bill. introduction 
into the the bill was 
referred to the Commerce ‘Committee and by 
that committee’sent to the Engineers’ Bureau 
and by that bureau referred to a board of en- 
gineers, whose report is found in Senate Ex- 
ecutive Document No. 120, first session 
of the Fiftieth Congress. It will be 
seen by reference to this report that 
a substitute for the Senate bill was prepared 
by the board of engineers, to whom that Dill 
was referred, and this substitute is now re- 
ported for the action of the Senate, The re- 
port of the board of engineers, which 
accompanies the letter of the chief 
of the engineer bureau, both of which pa- 
pers are herewith filed, set forth the details 
of the bill, as each section is taken up ser 
atim and fully explained. It seems tothe 
committee that no serious difference of 
opinion can exist as to the pro- 
priety and expediency of enacting 
a general bridge law for the 
Mississippi and Missouri Rivers. Sucha law 
in regard to the Ohio Riyer has been in force 
for many years, and there has been no 
objection by either the river or railroad 
interests to its provisions. Under the prac- 
ti which now obtains it is necessary 
for any association or gl og — desiring 
to construct a bridge over the Mississippi or 
Missouri River, to make application to Con- 
gress, and the result is that personal impor- 
tunity and the desire of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives to meet the wisbes of their con- 
stituents have caused the 8 of many 
bills for the construction of bridges that 
ought never to have become laws. It is im- 

sible that members of the Senate and the 
ouse should be acquainted with the details 
sufficiently in each case to enact such legisla- 
tion as will be to the, general interest of 
navigation, and at the same time meet 
the demands of the railroads for bridges over 
navigable streams. As to all such legislation 
Congress is compelled to rely upon reports 
from the Engineer Bureau of the War De- 
partment, under whose control and super- 
vision all the navigable streams of the 
United States are placed. The bill now re- 
ported, to the Senate is the result 
of long and careful examination by a board 
of engineer officers, appointed for that pur- 
pose, and if it be objected that too much 
power is given by this measure to the Seere. 
tary : of War, the answer is found 
in the fact that no bridge 
bill is now considered by Congress 
unless accompanied by a report from the En- 
gineer, Bureau, approving the same. The en-

A COLLEGIATE BOOMERANG. 


The reasons which the students of the 
State University urge for the removal of 
the institution from Columbia are what 
ought to be expected of collegiate fledg- 
lings whose bodies are tingling with grow- 
ing sensations and whose brains are in a 
whirl of life intoxication. 

The charge of lack of water is of course 
a serious one, as water is a great boon. at 
times even to inexperienced college boys, 
but men who have been through the 
sprouts will smile at the complaint of un- 
satisfied yearnings for society, the want of 
mail facilities and the absence of bustle 
and excitement. ‘*The boys pay a great 
deal of attention to the mails,’’ they say, 
wand, it might been added, to the 
females also. The chances are 
that at the other end of the 
postal route which the youths watch so 
anxiously are the best home girls or some 
other girls to an unreserved and enthusi- 
astic correspondence with whom they 
would willingly, nay eagerly, devote their 
whole college careers. Those unfeeling 
old fellows who hold the purse-strings and 
take more interest in the conduct of the 
boys than the latter think necessary un- 
doubtedly consider ita blessing that the 
mails are far between and that their sons 
have to go to the post-office to get their 
letters. They do not regret the absence of 
excitement, in addition to what the boys 
themselves raise, and they do not join in 
their sorrow over the lack of society and 
other opportunities to distract their 
minds from the wearisome tasks which 
the professors spend their time devising 
for them and seeing that they perform. 

These young men forget that they are 
not sent to college to gaina knowledge of 
the world, to learn the lesson of love, to 
find distraction or to revel in the delights 
of society; but to geta knowledge of lan- 
guages, science and philosophy, to develop 
their minds and reap the benefit of the so- 
clety of tothem, perhaps, uninteresting 
but learned men who can guide them in 
the path of knowledge. Distraction is 
fatal to the-prime object of their sojourn at 
the University. They are in the ‘‘olive 
groves of Academe,’’ which are sacred to 
quiet study and unbroken meditation.

How did the title, Uncle Sam,“ as applied to 
the United States Guvernment, — — 

At the beginning of this century the slaugh- 
tering of cattle and the packing of beef for 
the New York, Boston and Philadelphia mar- 
kets was pursued as a business dy the firm of 
Ebenezer & Samuel Wilson, two brothers 
from Mason, N. H., who had settled at Troy 
in 1789. Attheirtwo large slaughter-houses 
they frequently killed 1,000 head of cattie 
weekly for shipment to the three cities. 
When the war of 1812 15 began their beef and 
pork were in great demand, ana nota few 
army contractors gave them large orders for 
the delivery of these meats packed in Darrels 
at certath places where the army of the 
North was encamped. From time to time 
their contracts stipulated for the delivery of 
these provisions at the camp at Greenbush, 
where, among other recruits, were a number 
from Troy. * 

The soldiers from Troy, seeing the bar - 
rels of beef and pork marked with the let - 
ters U. S. dy the Government inspectors, 
denominated them as Uncle Sam's, 
meaning that Samuel Wilson, whom they 
familiarly call Uncle Sam, was the 
person from wh the meat had been pur- 
chased. Ihe other soldiers assuming that 
the term Uncle Sam’* was applied tothe 
letters U. 8. stamped on thé barrels began 
using the appellation *‘‘Uncle Sam’’ figur- 
atively a the United States Governm ent. 
From that time the designation Uncle 
Sam’’ from the letters U. 8. grew into 
popular acceptance, and has ever since 
been as fanfiliarly known as that of John 
Bull’’ for the English nation. :

was as strong asever, the manner of it was 
not impressive until the close. He had fin- 
ished his argument, and stopped a moment 
as if to rest, with his tall figure stooped as if 
the shoulders ‘were carrying a heavy burden, 
and his hands folded in front. The deep-set 
eyes, so strangely sad and pathetic in his 
thoughtful moods, had a far-away look in 
them as they wandered over the motyey audl- 
ence, eagerly watching and listening, Then 
he spoke in a slow monotone: : 

„My fellow citizens, it makes very little 
difference, very little difference, indeed, 
whether my friend Judge Douglas or myself 
represent you in the Senate of the United 
States—very little difference indeed. (Then a 
long pause, the hands were raised and 
stretched out, the stooping figure grew erect, 
andthe voice rose.) But, fellow-citizens, 
the great issue which Judge Douglas and 
myself represent here to-day—the issue be- 
tween freedom and slavery—will live and 
breathe and burn ‘when our poor feeble, 
stammering tongues are silent in the 
grave!’’’ 

*I have never seen, before or since, such an 
effect as was produced by the words quoted, 
which were practically the end of the 
speech. There was no applause, the feeling 
was far too deep for that; butthe crowd 
swayed backward and forward as if smftten 
by a mighty wind—and one of that crowd at 
least felt the tears gathering in his eyes. if 
he lives a thousand years he will never forget 
the indescribable power and pathos put into 
those final words, borrowed from an old 
familiar hymn which Lincoln had often heara 
in church and camp-meeting. 


So the dead Prince takes up his final lodg- 
ment at Windsor under the same roof with 
some notable people. Henry VIII., the Brit- 
ish Blue Beard, is there, with Jane Seymour, 
one of his Queens who was allowed to die a 
natural death, There is Charles I., who died 
an unnatural death as punishment for high 
crimes and misdemeanors. When the leaden 
casket was opened in 1813 the body was 
found in fairly.good preservation among the 
gums and resins used in embalming it. 
The face, though dark and discolored, 
looked like the familiar portraits by Vandyke; 
the pointed beard was perfect aud some of 
the teeth remained in place. When the head 
was released from the bandages which con- 
fined it it was found to be entirely loose and 
without difficulty.was taken out for examina- 
tion. At the point of decapitation the mus- 
cles of the neck Were Considerably retracted, 
and the fourth cervical vertebra was seen to 
be cut through transversely, leaving 
the surfaces of the divided por- 
tions perfectly smooth andeven. The heads- 
man’s work had been well done. 

All the Georges are at Windsor, George I., 
whose wife Sophia Dorothea, cost Konigs- 
marck his life and expiated her own sin—if 
sinner she was in this matter—by thirty-two 
years’ imprisonment in the Castle of Ahlden. 
When George No. 1 came to England he 
brought Mesdames Kielmansegger and Schu- 
lenberg, two ugly German concubines, with 
him and made the English people support 
them in royalstyle. His son, Georgell., was 
very much a chipof the eld block,’’ in 
morals as in everything else. When 
his faithful Queen Caroline lay dying she 
urged him to marry again. The faithiess 
husband was in a flood of tears, but man- 
aged to say between. his sobs: No, no;I 
shall never marry again; I will have my mis- 
tresses.’’ Which he did, ashe always had. 
Yet, when he came to die, he left instruc- 
tions to bury him by the side of his wife, and 
to take out the sides. of the coffins, 
80 that the dust of the two 
might mingle. And it was so done. 
George III., the best of the brood, was put 
away at Windsor, but not before he had 
stirred up the rev@lution which gave us 
national independence. And George IV., the 
worst of the brood, is there too; and so is 
William IV., whose bastard family the 
British taxpayer has been taking care of tor 
sixty odd years, and is getting very tired of 
the business, Of the minor celebrities, 
princes, princesses and princelings, no men- 
tion need be made, but, on the whole, I think 
I haa rather be buried out of doors with eom. 
mon folks, than in those dismal vaults, even 
with royalty to keep me company. .

Britons Fear the Duchess of Fife May 
Become Their Queen, |

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ANXIETY CONCERNING THE HEALTH OF 


‘Striking Contrast Between Albert Victor 
and Prince George—The Latter Is Not a 
Model of Propriety, But He Is a Cheery 
English Lad—Englishmen Hope to See 
Him King George V. —The Arrow Story 
Revived. 


Lonpow, Jan. 23.—Now that Prince Albert 
has been laid away, the attention ofall Brit- 
ons is turned upon the question of the succes- 
sion to the British throne. It ts understood 
that Prince George will at once receive a 
dukedom, probably the dukedom of Kent. 
which the Queen loves because her father 
was the Duke of Kent. Prince George will 
also give up the roving life of a sailor and 
settle down quietly at home and be initia 
into the ceremonial life which he will have 
henceforth to lead. . 

The fear that the Duchess of Fife may, 
through a concatenation of events, succeed 
to the throne continues to excite the English 
people, particularly those of the nobility and 
upper classes. : 

It is earnestly hoped that the very greatest 
precautions will be taken with regard to the 
health of Prince George, for, it is said, Ne is 
not gifted with a stronger constitution 
than that possessed by his brother. 

It was generally understood that when 
Princess Loutse married the Ear! of Fife, who 
the Queen afterward created a Duke, she re- 
nounced her rights of succession, but it is now 
known that she did not. 

ABOUT PRINCE GEORGE. 

No greater contrast can be imagined than 
that which existed between the late Duke of 
Clarence and his brother George, now heir 
presumptive. Wherethe former took after 
the royal family of Denmark. and possessed 
their height of stature, their length of neck 
and their elegance of build, Prince George 
takes after his genial father, being short, 
stocky and thick necked. He has always been 
regarded from childhood as the enfant ter- 
rible’’ of the Royal family of Great Britain, 
and the stories of his Wicked practical jokes, 
ofhis merry quips and of his everlasting 
scrapes would fill volumes. 

Net even the warmest admirers of Prince 
George, and he has many, would ever dream 
of holding him up as a model of propriety, or 
as a pattern of respectability. But he isan 
honest, warm-hearted, generous-minded and 
cheery English lad, possessed of all the en- 
dearing qualities as wellasof the defects of 
the English boy. Indeed, his very faults 
have contributed to win a warm spot for him 
in the hearte of his countrymen. For it 
helps them to realize that ha is just as hu- 
man, justas fallible and subjectto just the 
same temptations as themselves, and if to- 
day he is, ‘without exception, the most pop- 
ular member of the royal family, it is not be- 
cause his conduct is irreproachabie, but be- 
cause it just happens to de the contrary. 

A WILL OF HI8 OWN, * 

That Prince George has a very decided will 
of his own has been manifested on numerous 
occasions, and he possesses an amount of 
initiative as well as of independence of 
thought and speech which was conspicuously 
absentin his elder brother. While Prince 
Albert Victor used to think so long before he 
spoke that he sometimes permitted his medi- 
tations to relapse into oblivion without hav- 


ing given utterance thereto, Prince George. 


generally speaks before he thinks. Just as 
to how far this peculiarity will contribute to 
the facility of administering government 
when he ascends the throne as George v. re- 
mains to be seen; and it is probable that the 
differences of opinion between himself and 
his ministerial advisers will be as frequent 
and as plainspoken as those which marked 
‘the reigns of George IV. and William IV. 

While he has all the obstinacy of the two 
Kings just named he an infinitely 
greater degree of enlightenment, and hence 
it may be hoped that when he does insist on 
having his way in deflance of the advice of 
his ministers it wfll be for the benefit and not 
to the injury of his country. Premiers and 
Cabinets are liable to err just as much as or- 
dinary everyday citizens, and occasionally 
obstinacy on the part of the sovereign, who 
dy virtue of his position is removed above 
the distracting influences and prejudices of 
Tival political parties, proves a national weal 
Vastead of a national woe.

LIFTED THE BAN. 


Odd Fellows Can Now Become Commun 
dants of the Catholic Church. 


The members of the Order of Odd Fellows 
can now receive the sacraments of the Cath. 
olic Church. The ban which was laid onthe 
order by Papal authority has been lifted, and 
will be a welcome change for many members 
of the church, who while they cherished 


its privileges were debarred from them. It 
has long been known that the church was 
losing its severity against the Odd Fellows. 
The question of lifting the ban was 
one of the subjects that was 
before the late thering of Archbishops 
held here during Archbishop Kenrick’'s Jubi 
lee. The subject was long and Interestingly 
discussed. ré was u vote on its disposi- 
tion, but the count is not known. However, 
it was friendly and resulted in declaring 
members entitled to its sacra. 

The decision has not yet 
romulgated to the church, but 
the decree will be issued in a few days. The 
Post-DiIsPaTcu this morning will convey the 
first news. of the change in the church to 
1 of Catholics as well as Odd Fel- 
ows. 
from a decree issued a number of years ago 
at Rome, but never exercised until now. In 
1883 Pope Leo XIII. lifted the ban from the 
order in England, but in this country none of 
the members enjoyed communion with the 

faith until now.

Mrs. Caroline Neuhaus Claims Her 
Daughter Defrauded Her. 


SHE WEEPS ON THE STAND IN RELAT- 
ING HER STORY. 


The Daughter, Miss Emma Eswin, a 
Pretty Oashier, Alleged to Be With- 
holding Property Which She Obtained 
From the Mother Under Alleged 
False Representations—Court News. 


The suit of Mrs. Caroline Neuhaus against 
her daughter, Miss Emma Eswin, was tried 
before Judge Valliant yesterday and taken 
under advisement by the Court. Mrs. Neuhaus 
is suing her daughter for the possession of 
property at 812 and 814 Lami street, which 
she alleged she bought with her own money 
put had the deed made out in her 
daughter’s name at the latter’s 
importunity. The dauguter, she averred, 
told her she would turn ‘over the rents to 
her and deed the property back to her, but 
having secured possession refused to do 
either. 

The hearing of the case occupied the 
greater portion of the day. Mrs. “Neuhaus 
cannot speak English, and her testimony had 
to be given through an interpreter. She is a 
well preserved woman in the 's, and is 
married forthe third time. She was mar- 
riedto her last husband since the institu- 
tion of the present suit. She 
purchased the property in ques- 
tion in March, 1890. She was then 
running a restaurant at 204 Pime street. She 
was a widow the second time, and her name 
was Neuther. Her daughter acted as cashier 
in the restaurant. 

Miss Eswin denied that she had impor- 
tuned her mother to deed the property to 
her, or that she had promised to give it 
back. Part of the money with wheh the 
property was paid for she alleged was her 
own money. She also included pay for her 
services for four years since she was 
18, The Dalance of the purchase 
price she regarded as a present from her 
mother. 
as cashier at the Model Restaurant, at Sev- 
enthand St. Charles, and is not living at 
home. She is good looking and, although 
resembling her mother, is quite American- 
ized and speaks perfect English. She was 
cool and self- possessed on the witness stand, 
while her mother wept while she gave her 
testimony.

Two Masked Men Rob a Missouri Pacific 
Express Crew. 


A FORT SOOTT POLICEMAN MURDERED 
BY THE DESPERADOES. 


The Bandits Try to Escape by a Freight 
Train, but Are Overtaken and a Battle 
Ensues — Surrounded by an Armed 
Posse One of the Fugitives Killed 
and the Other Wounded. 


KANSAS Crrr, Mo., Jan. 23.—While 
the Missouri Pacific passenger train, 
bearing the Barton County lynchers and 
Hepler, the double murderer, taken from the 
jall at Nevada and en route to Lamar, where 
he was hanged later, slowed up 
at Sheldon, two masked men en- 
tered the express car and ordered the 
occupants to hold up their hands, keeping 
them covered with their revolvers while the 
train traveled nearly twenty miles to Lamar. 
They rified the pockets of the trainmen, 
taking $75 from Baggageman Hull. Pacific 
Express Messenger Houck was forced to give 
the combination of his safe and the bandits 
went through the safe. It contained 
little of value, however. When the mob 
alighted at Lamarthe bandits did the same 
and mingled in the crowd. The excitement 
over the approaching lynching was so intense 
that little attention was paid to the news of 
the robvery. The trainmen, however, sent 
the following dispatch ye Fort Scott:

At7 o'clock this morning Policeman 8. B. 
McLemore, colored, while on duty at the 
Fort Scott & Gulf Depot at Fort Scott, Kan., 
saw two men get off the north-bound freight 
train which had just arrived. He halted the 
men, one of whom shot him dead. Both 
strangers then ran away. A few minutes 
after the shooting a brakeman discovered the 
two supposed robbers hiding in a 
freightcar and notified Railroad Detective 
Chester, who had gone from Lamar to Fort 
Scott in pursuit of the men. Detective Ches- 
ter, accompanied by United States Marshal 
Mapes and City Marshal Abbott of Fort Scott, 
immediately gave pursuit on tne fast pas- 
senger train, the freight train with the ban- 
adits aboard having pulled out in the 
meantime. The officers overtook the 
treight train at Miami Station 
five miles south of Pleasonton, Kan., where 
it stopped for a few moments. The mur- 
derers suspected that they were followed 
and made an effort to escape. The passen- 
ger train, however, was Close behind the 
freight train when it sto pped and the officers 
quickly surrounded the car and called upon 
the two men to surrender. They refused, 
The officers remained on the freight train 
and held the twomen prisoners inthe box 
car. 

A BANDIT LAID LOW. 

They exchanged shots almost continually 
between Miamiand this place through the 
ends of the car. One of the men was shot by 
a load of buckshot. A dispatch was sent to 
Pleasanton, asking that a posse meet the 
freight-train at the depot. The posse was 
on hand and surrounded the car. Again 
were the men commanded to surrender, and 
again they refused, Firing was then resumed. 
The imprisoned men fired through the sides 
of the car at random andthe posse returned 
the fire with Winchesters and revolvers. The 
fusiiade lasted nearly an hour. The man 
wounded by the buckshot was in a critical 
condition.

‘The Western Passenger and the Traffic | 
Associations Clash—A New Line From 

" Ghieago to Be Built by the Santa Fe— 

Grand Trunk Improvements— Railroad

On1caco, Jan. 23.—Chairman Finley of the 
Western Passenger Association is again the 
cause of a startling railroad sensation. Some 
time ago he refused relief tothe Rock Island 
from excessive commissiong paid at New 
York on California emigrant business. Ar- 
bitrators Amore, Mahoney and Barker were 
called upon under the association rules, and 
to-day they overruled the Chairman and 
found the Rock Island was entitled to per- 
mission to pay its proportion of as high com- 
missions as are paid in New York. 
Rut Chairman Walker of the Western 
Traffic has ruled that no association 
line, the Rock Island being one, can pay 
more than $3 from Chicago. Under this 
ruling the Rock Island official could be dis- 
* charged by the Advisory Board of the Western 
Traffic for paying higher commission. On 
the other hand, Chairman Finley has de- 
cided, and the decision is still of record, 
that the passenger ranks the Western 
Trafic. This decision can not 
be reversed, asa former agreement calls for 
absolute equality among members and the 
Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City is a member 
of the Western Passenger and not of the 
Western Traffic. It is altogether the ‘most 
complicated Gordian knot into which Asso- 
ciation affairs have been snarled. It is ren- 
dered more complicated by the fact that 
the Rock Island will ignore Chairman 
Walker’s order and pay as high commissions 
as necessary. Then the matter will be fought 
out in the Western Traffic on a motion to dis- 
charge the guilty official. In this case the 
offense will be chargeable to President Cable, 
himself, and other cases which threaten the 
life of the Western Traffic will sink into insig- 
nificance by comparison.

No closer imitation of a 
genuine note has appeared in ten years. In 
December of the same year another counter- 
feit $2 silver certificate of like character was 
put in circulation from the same plates 
as the one ust commented upon. 
The check letter had been changed from C 
to B, a large seal substituted for the 
small one, and the name of the Treasurer 
changed from C. N. Jordan to James W. 
Hyatt. The counterfeiter had left 
80 much the lower loop 
of the in Jordan as to 
enable us to denominate the change. Still 
later this adroit forger added to the danger- 
ous counterfeit the parallel silk threads upon 
which so much dependence has been placed 
for the protection ofthe public. These notes 
have not been put on sale,and this office does 
not believe that one hundred of them have 
been ia circulation.

THE WALLACE TRAGEDY. 


PRELIMINARY TRIAL OF THE SLAYER OF SHEF- 
FIELD. P 

TEXARKANA, Ark., Jan. 23.—The prelimin- 
ary trialof R. Wallace, begun on Thursday 
last, wherein he ischarged with murdering 
About twenty 
witnesses have been examined and there are 
a number yet to testify. The state proved 
the killing to have been committed 


while the parties were standing at the tele- 
phone bar, preparing to take a drink, and 
that so far as witnesses could see it was done 
without any apparent provocation. The de- 
fense is that deceased was a member of a 
gang of counterfeiters; that defendant was 
approached by deceased and asked to join 
the gang; that about a month or six weeks 
ago defendant informed the officers of 
the matter and at their instigation Wallace 
pretended to join with the real purpose of 
giving ap the gang to justice afterwards; 
that on the day of the killing deceased discov- 
ered that Wallace’s intention was to betray 
him, and tackled him accordingly atthe bar 
when Wallace, finding himself unable to get 
aavay from deceased, who said he could not 
leave him alive, drew his gun and shot 
SheMeld, after the latter refused to take his 
hands from his pockets or bold them up. The 
dangerous Character and bad reputation of 
deceased were readily proven to-day by 
United States Deputy Marshal Cyrus John- 
son of Hot Springs, who has known the Shef- 
field gang for years, and who assisted in 
sending two of them to the State penitentiary 
a year ago for grand larceny. The defen- 
dant will doubtless be admitted to bail.

Seventeen Victims of the Indianapolis 


Horror Identified—The Rock Island 
Wreck—A Disastrous Slide—Children’ 
‘Fatally Burned—Terrible Boiler Ex- 
Plosion—Casualties. 


NEw YORK, Jan. 23.—A piece of cruel reck- 
lessness ora stupid blunder, it is not easy 
to say which, caused an explosion of dyna- 
mite yesterday that wipedtwo men out of 
existence and sent three others to the hospital 
badly hurt. A gang of men were clearing 


the rock away from the vacant lot. No. 224, | 


East Eighty-fifth street. They finished blast - 
ing with big charges three weeks ago and 
spent the time since then breaking up with 
small charges and wedges the rocks they had 
dislodged. At 1 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon they were preparing 
to renew blasting with Dig 
cartridges. One of them was engaged in 
clearing out the sand from an old drill hole 
with an implement called a ‘‘sucker.’’ Sud- 
denly the dynamite charge at the bottom of 
the hole exploded, scattering rock for 
100 yards. The foreman in charge of the 
work, Charles Elliott, was arrested charged 
with criminal negligence. The Killed. are 
Joseph Cox, driller, 41. years old. A large 
piece of rock struck him in the stomach, 
tearing it open and Killing him almost 
instantly. He leaves a wife and several 
children. James Dooley, 6 years old, blast - 
er, livingin One Hundred and Seventeenth 
street eastof Third avenue; his right arm 
was blown off and his face. entirely de- 
stroyed. He leaves a wife andeight chil- 
dren. The injured are John Kenny, 
Antonio Rost, Chas, F. Wilson. The 
stories of the persons interested dif- 
fer. Wilson said at the hospital 
that Elliott ordered him to clean out the drill 
hole, which was full of sand. The cartridge 
it contained was put there three weeks ago. 
Whether Elliott knew thatthe dynamite was 
there is not clear. It was a charge that had 
failed to explode when the fuse was 
lighted. After the cartridge is placed 
in the drill hole itis usual to fill up the hole 
with sand. Big fragments of rock sailed in- 
to the air. On the east side of 
the lot is the Union Methodist 
—— 5 Church. A rock tore 
throug the wall as a cannon ball 
might with a twenty-pounder behind it and 
a big boulder landed on the roof, where it got 
wedged in between a pillar and the gutter. A 
stone went through the window ofa room 
where Miss „ B. Brown, a laundress, 
was ironing. It smashed not only the 
window, but a door, too, knocked 
down and broke her table and played havoc 
generally. The womanwas not hurt. The 
stone weighed about twenty-five pounds and 
was a buliet-shaped, jagged affair.

Hix-President Cleveland Retires 
From the Presidential Race. 


His Mind Fully Made Up to a Public 
Announcement. 


CAUSES THAT INDUCE HIM TO TAKE 8UCH 
ACTION.

Disappointed at the Lukewarm Support of 


Has Eclipsed His Own—Another Ex- 
ample of His Firmness of Purpose— 
Lower Duties Proposed on Lumber— 
Strange Political Bedfellows. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 23.—Two weeks 
ago Mr. Cleveland decided to announce his 
positive and final withdrawal from the presi- 
dential contest. He communicated his de- 
termination to a few ot his most intimate 
friends. They urged him aimost vehemently 
nottodoso. Finally, against his own incl 
nation, he agreed to postpone the announce- 
ment for a short time. Then he went to 
Louisiana. 

There, ma paragrayh, is the most im- 
portant political news printed since the an- 
nouncement of Mr. Blaine’s position. It may 
be denied for political reasons, but it is a 
fact, nevertheless, which comes to the SuUN- 
DAY Post-DISPATCH correspondent straight 
trom headquarters. 

The truth is, Mr. Cleveland is disappointed 
and disgusted. He feels that he has not re- 
ceived that consideration from the party 
leaders to which he is entitled. Only 
a few of his most intimate friends, 
none of whom wields a very potent 
influence in the real management of the 
party, have ever consulted him. The others 
have ignored him utterly. Even in specific 
instances, when his wishes have been well 
known not the slightest attention has been 
paid to them. 

Mr. Cleveland thought that his work in 
New York last fall, to say nothing of his 
position as the only Democratic ex- 
President, entitled him to some recog- 
nition. He received practically none. 
He was first annoyed, then indignant, and 
finally, after going to Lakewood, where he 
had ample opportunity for reflection upon 
the subject, he reached the determination to 
which reference has been made. 

ECLIPSED BY HILL. 

There were other reasons, of course. He 
Saw his friends in this city outwitted and out- 
voted at every point. Only a few of his form- 
er cabinet officials showed the slightest 
disposition to protect his interests, and they 
were helpless in the hands of much shrewder 
men against whom they were pitted. He 
saw Gov. Hill make a masterstroke at A- 
bany just before leaving for Washington, 
thereby not only winning to 
a certainty the New York del- 
egation, but attracting the atten- 
tion and gratitude of Democrats throughout 
the entire country. He realizedtheapparent 
hopelessness of his candidacy without the 
support of his own pivotal State. Hardly a 
ray of light was visible. Against his own 
scattered though numerous followers was 
pitted a relentiess organization in State 
after State—New York surely, and New 
Jersey, Indiana, Maryland andone or two 
Soutbern States, probably. He decided to 
withdraw. 

His few intimates begged him to consider. 
So long as they confined their arguments to 
his individual prospects he remained firm. 
They finally obtained a partial concession by 
insisting that his withdrawal would be un- 
fair to them. It would strengthen Hfll so 
immeasurably that his nomination would be 
certain. If Mr. Cleveland would not stand 
himself he should at least allow his friends 
time to concentrate upon some candidate in 
the same wing of the party. 

A GRUDGING CONCESSION. 

On this presentation ofthe case Mr. Cleve- 
land agreed to postpone his announcement 
temporarily and went to Loulsiana. He 
made this concession grudgingly, however, 
and may declare his position any day. This 
is what his friends fear and they are bringing 
every possible pressure to bear upon him to 
avert what they consider a catastrophe. 

Whether or not they will succeed is an in- 
teresting question. It has been Mr. Cleve- 
land’s custom to hold to his own inclinations 
rather than the advice of his friends. He 
began this course before his irauguration by 
writing his civil service reform letter to 
George William Curtis. He repeated it with 
his tariff reform message, and again with his 
anti-sliver letter last year. 

These are only three of many striking in- 
stances of Mr. Cleveland’s inclination to be 
guided by his own opinion, but they are suf- 
ficient to illustrate his undoubted tendency, 
Whether he will adhere to his determization 
as resolutely in this case remains to be 
seen. Should he finally withdraw, 
five names besidesthat of Hill will become 
conspicuous. These are Pattison, Carlisle, 


Palmer, Boeis and Gray.@oOf these all except 
Gray are Cleveland men. 


MILLS A FREE LANCE, 


HE WILL NOT BE HAMPERED BY COMMITTEE 
WORK. 

WASHINGTON, Db. C., Jan. 23.—Mr. Mills 
confirms the news printed in the Post-Dys. 
PATCH Of yesterday. His relegation of him. 
self to what he calls a place in the ranks has 
been done with the view of onjoying more 
freedom of action when discussion of the 
tarif begins in the House. He does not ap- 
prove of the Springer programme and his in. 
tention is to antagonize it. A Washington 
paper this morning prints the following: 

Representative Mills was seen by a re- 
porter in the lobby of Willard’s last night 
and asked if he had read the story relative to 
his intended action in the matter of tariff 
legislation. 

No,“ he replied, ‘*I have not seen it. 

But,“ queried the reporter, is it true 
that you intend to push a general revision of 
the tariff, in opposition to tho plan proposed 
by the Ways and Means Committee?’’ 

Lam but one Congressman in the House, 
replied the distinguished gentleman from 
Texas, and represent my constituents, to 
whom, and not the newspapers or anybody 
else, Lam responsible. I propose, in so far 
as I am able, to see that the Democratic 
party fulfills the pledges it made when it 
went tothe people last election. I reserve 
the right to move to amend any bill as I see 
fit, whether that bill be introduced by Mr. 
Springer or any body dise, and you can say for 
me further, that I do not propose to consult 
either the newspapers or David B. Hill as to 
what amendments I shall offer or how I shall 
vote inthis Congress. If tariff bills’ are in-

The question in the end will not 
be determined by a few men, no matter how 
prominent, but by the majority of the Demo- 
crats of the House. 
OUTSPOKEN REFORMERS. 

Some of the speeches made at the meeting 
of the Tariff Reform Ciub of Baltimore last 
night have been read with interest in this 
connection. Mr. Wilson of West Virginia spoke 
for a general revision of the tariff, as did 
also Mr. Outhwaite of Ohio and Mr. Turner of 
Georgia. The latter gentleman, who is a 
neighbor of and who voted for the Speaker, 
closed his remarks as follows: 

‘*‘We iatend to fight on until we can have 
more trade with our customers on the other 
side of the ocean. There is no other way un- 
der Heaven by which we can be saved frum 
ruin. There mey be differences of opinion as 
to methods of reform. I am fora general 
assault. It our cause cannot survive agita- 
tion, then we do not deserve success. We 
cannot steal in. We must fight or fall.“ 

The Speaker and his premier, however, 
entertain no doubt of their ability to shape 
the tariff agitation of the House according 
tothe plan already announced. A general 
assault, for legislation only, does not appeal 
to their idea of what the situation calls for. 
The better 3 in their judgment, will be 
to attack the protectionists where they are 
weakest, and rout them in that way. 


STRANGE BEDFELLOWS. 
DEMOCRATS, ANTI-LOTTERYITES AND REPUB- 
LICANS TO COMBINE IN LOUISIANA, 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. 23.—A combina- 
tion between the anti-lottery faction of the 
Democracy of Louisiana and the Warmoth 
faction of the Republican party is one of the 
early political probabilities. Several of the 
Republican chiefs whohave just returned 
from Washington are favoring this move and 
say that it will be consummated. A promin- 
ent federal official stated that this was the 
wish of the administration at the Capital, it 
being regarded as the surest method of ob- 

taining recognition. 

The plan isfor the Warmoth faction to 
convene as contemplated on Feb. 17, elect 
delegates to the Minneapolis Convention, 
pass very decided antli-lottery resolutions 
and pledge the party to supportthe Foster 
ticket. In return for this the anti-lottery 
Democrats are to give representation tothe 
Republicans on the parochial tickets of every 
parish where they have a footing. The un- 
derstanding is that this division of the spoils 
is to stand beyond the mere offices of sheriffs, 
clerks, etc., and embrace the State Legisla- 
ture itself. A verification of the fact that 
the combination is tobe made comes from 
such an eminent authority ag Mr. Foster him- 
self, who a few days ago admitted that an al- 
liamce would shortly be completed between 
the antis and the Warmothites, but declined 
to give any of the conditions. 

WHAT IT MEANS. 

The significance of suchacompact will be 
appreciated when itis remembered that in 
the divided state of both parties a union of 
any two of the factions will make easy 
victory to them. \ hen the Democracy of 
New Orleans was divided in the city cam- 
paign of 1888, the Warmoth contingent in- 
dorsed the Young Men’s Democratic Associa- 
tion and voted them into office. It is more 
than likely they will do the same for Mr. 
Foster. 

The return which they will receive will be 
considerable. Ofcourse, the hope of carry 
ing the State will de gone, but instead the 
party will be sure of offices in all but half a 
dozen ofthe fifty-nine parishes comprising 
the State, and in the Legislature will have a 
strength that will have to be catered to with 
much consideration. 

The Republican ticket put up this week by 
the anti-Warmoth Republicans is being well 
received but .without the united strength of 
the party, it can do nothing with a few, very 
few exceptions. The leaders of this faction 
are known lottery men, andalthough their 
convention passed an autt- lottery resolution, 
it was very brief and rendered as impotent 
as possible by avoiding any reference at all 
to the Louisiana lottery. 

THE RANK AND FILE. 

The rank and file of the faction will prob- 
ably support the lottery amendment. Gov. 
Nicholls has indirectly given recognition to 
the general impression that the coming cam- 
paign will be a troublous one by re-forming 
the State militia, or at least the New Orleans 
part of it, which, however, embraces all of 
the armed and uniforme” troops in the State. 
Congressman Adoiph Meyer was formerly 
General Of first brigade. Herecently arrayed 
himselfon the side of the McEnery Demo- 
crats, and so four days ago, Gov. Nicholls is- 
sued orders re-forming the brigade and 
placing Hon. Euclid Borland, the President 
of the anti-lottery club, at its head.

STREET-CAR STATEMENTS. 


Number of Passengers Carried and Trips

The City Register has prepared a tabulated 
statement of the street-car traffic of the city 
during the last quarter of the year 1891, and 
also for the entire year. The figures showing 
the number of trips made and the number of 
passengers carried by each company are 
taken from the sworn returns made to 


the City Register by the officers of the roads. 
According to this table the Missouri Rallroad, 
which includes the Olive, Market and Laclede 
avenue lines, carried more passengers than 
any line during the last quarter, and also 
made more trips than any. The Lindell, or 
Washington Avenue,comes second in number 
of passengers carried, and the St. Louis. or 
Broadway line, third, and Citizens’ or 
Franklin avenue line fourth. The St. Louis 
Railroad is second in number of trips 
made, and the Washington Avenue third. 
The Missouri also leads in the number of 
passengers carried during the year, with the 
Lindell second, the Broadway line a close 
third, and the Citizens’ fourth. The others 
are far behind. In the number of trips the 
Missouri also leads.

Contract Labor Law Violated. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—Messrs. Conklin and’ 
Osborne, who were sent from this city to the 
mining districts of Pennsylvania to investi- 
gate the working of the alien contract law, 
have sent. their report to Secretary 
Foster of the Treasury Department. Their 


report states that they discov ered 
evidences of wholesale violation of the law 
that was framed to protect American work 
ingmen. In the mines surrounding Scranton 
it was found that nine-tenths of the miners at 
present . are Hungarians, Italians 
or Sclavs. Five yearsago the miners there 
were Dearly all Americans. At the 
Arion mine in Western Pennsyl- 
vania Maj. Osborne learned that 
Hungarian and Italian immigrants come 
there in squads of 200 ata time direct from 
the barge office in this city under charge of 
padrones. At the mines near Carbondale in 
1886 there were 600 miners, all American citi- 
zens. 

The inspectors recommend more strin- 
gent scrutiny of immigrants passing 
through the different landing places. At 
present they say the law is practically useless 
ascontract laborers pass through by thou- 
sands without detection. 


A Palace in Flames. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 23.—A portiowot the rest. 
dence of the Duke of Arenberg, in this city, 
was discovered to be on fire at 2 o’clock this 
morning. It started in the bedroom of Prin- 
cess Ludmille of Croy Dulmen, a sister of the 
Duke who is the wife of the hereditaty 
Prince of Croy Dulmen.

Albert Searvant Taken to Sing Sing fora 
Ten Year Term. 

New Tonk, Jan. 23.—Albert Searvant, the 
young man who was convicted of feloni- 
ously asSaulting Mrs. Hawley Chap- 
man of Brooklyn and sentenced 
to imprisonment for ten years, was 
taken this morning to Sing Sing. Five other 
prisoners accompanied Searvant to State 
Prison. Among them was James Walker, the 
negro who was sentenced to twenty years 
jmprisonment for burglary. 

Warden Peter Doyle and two of the Ray- 
mond street jail keepers accompanied the 
prisoners and took the usual precautionary 
measure of handcuffing the jail birds to-

The 
District Attorney would not allow him N 
preferring to allow Serveant to utter his * 
condemnation. The jury took just nine 
minutes to retire, organize, and return with 
a verdict of guilty. It is the most amazing 
history ever heard in this country. No 
novelist would have dreamed of sucha plot.

Murderer Robert Hepler Hanged by a 
Resolute Mob, 


SUSPENDED FROM A TREE IN THE COURT 
YARD AT LAMAR 


Followed to Nevadaand Brought Back to 
the Scene of His Crime—Confessed the 
Killing of Mrs. Goodley and Her Boy— 
Culmination of Southwest Missouri’s 
Sensation. 


LAMAR, Mo., Jan. 28.—Robert Hepler, who 
murdered the Goodley family in Barton 
County last Sunday and who was conveyed 
to Nevada, forty miles north of here, Mon- 
day to prevent a lynching, was taken from 
jail last night by a mob of 200 men from Bar- 
ton County. They were well organized and 
proceeded with the work in a quiet and or- 
derly Manner 

There was not a single shot fired during the 
whole time and the work was so quiet that 
few citizens were aware of the mob’s pres- 
ence before they had secured their man 
and were outof thecity. As they marched 
through the streets the piteous cries of the 
doomed man could be heard begging for 
mercy. 

On arriving here the mob first took the 
prisoner to the jall and from there to the 
southeast part of the towm, where they pre- 
pared to draw him to the limb ot a tree. The 
Prisqner long before this had regained his 
sure, and on being asked if he had 
anything to say ne told them he realized his 
time had come and was glad they nad brought 
him back to Lamar to hang him.

$100,000 for her mew novel, The History 
of David Grieve.’* The advance sheets 
are just given out in New Tork.

With him 
they lead the life of the English peasant dur 
ing the period of childhood.

apprentice i Manchester. Storm and 
Stress“ is the Yams given tothe Paris ox- 
perience.

CLUB AND GYMNASIUM. 


Fashionable Maidens Who Excel at Ring,

A few years ago the idea of physical train- 
ing in connection with women was a new one 
to St. Louis. The first class in gymnastic ex-

Louis“ wealthiest citizens, The gymnasium is 
fitted with all modern appliances, and the 
ladies’ classes go through a regular course of

FEATHER TRIMMINGS. 


What the Audubon Society Is Doing to 
Prevent the Slaughter of Birds. 


One might almost venture to say that a 
mania for wearing heads is subsiding. The 
reason for this conclusion is based upon the 
fact that one occasionally sees a new cloak 
now, without any fur heads at all upon it. 
Very large antique clasps are used to hook 
the collar and to fasten the cloak at the waist 
in the majority of cases, but very many of 
the latest importation of cloaks are closed by 
means of invisible safety hooks and eyes. 

The Audubon people have been making 
such a flurry and such a stir in polite society, 
both in this country and abroad, that it 
is rather surprising to note the fact that 

lumage isstill fashionable. The Audubon 
adies set about banishing bird wings from 
millinery this year with a force and gusto 
quite unknown in the history of their society. 
With great worldly wisdom eam A set about 
getting the patronage of royalty, and the 
success oftheir judgment is shown dy the 
fact that there were actually fewer gulls shot 
this -year thanever before. The Princess 
Loulse, the Duchess of Fife and even the 
pretty Princess of Wales lent their encourage- 
mentto this movement; andit looked fora 
short timeas if birds’ wings were to adorn 
members of the feathered tribes only. 

But American women have not that great 
veneration and respect for royalty 
which their foreign sisters have, 
and so they pooh-poohed the idea 
of giving up birds’ wings just be- 
cause the Duchess of Fife approved of it, and 
they saucily inquired what in the world Prin- 
cess Louise had to say about the propriety of 
the wearing of murdered ackbirds upon 
other women’s hats. And so, birds’ wings, 
birds’ feathers, birds’ heads and birds’ 
plumage of all kinds are just about as plenti- 
tul as they ever were. 

It is interesting to knowthat the Audubon 
ladies do not object to ostrich feather trim- 
mings, because, they reason, that to obtain 
ostrich feathers it ismot necessary to kill the 
birds. 

But isn’t it really carrying the idea of pre- 
serving life a little too far, when one goes so 
far as to object to the killing of birds for or- 
nament? Think if this idea were consist- 
ently carried out, how inconvenient it 
would be to kill kids, and Kid gloves are not 
really necessary, you know. 

There would be no heads nor tails for fur 
trimmings, and, indeed, if one were per- 
fectly consistent, one would be unwilling to 
wear fur at all unless it were made up in the 
plain style of wrap, so that on no account 
could it be laid open to the indictment of 
being nsed for other purposes than warmth 
and warmth only.

A POVERTY -STRICKEN DISTRICT. 

He and his officers have been most active 
in their efforts. Mostef the poverty in the 
city. lies within his bailwick, within the dis- 
trict bounded by the river on the east, Fif- 
teen th street on the west, Washington ave- 
nue on the south and Cass avenue on the 
north. In this district are thousands who 
know the pinch of hunger, to whom starva- 
tion is an ever threatening possibility. ‘‘! 
never before saw so much suffering,’’ said 
the Captain. This year it goes beyond any- 
thing Lever came in contact with. I can’t 
say what has brought it about. The big dry 
foods fires did their share, for hundreds were 
thrown out of employment, especially 
the cash girls. Then there came 
the grip, which laid low many a bread win- 
ner. Whole families were stricken down. 
Men and women lost their places and when 
they got around again iound their situations 
in the hands of others, for, you know, labor- 
positions lose 
their work, for there are so many waiting to 
take their places. Then the big storm, with 
all the suffering that it entalled, has had 
much to do with the situation. Fully 2,500 
people have come to this station for food and 
clothes. You never saw anything like it. 
They come in rags and tatters and are very 
thankful for what they get. Weare in a con- 
tinual upset condition here on account of the 
crowds that flock into the station. But we 
can afford to put up with some inconven- 
lence for the sake of the good that we can do. 
But | want you to see for yourself some sam- 
ple cases. Go with Officer McGuire. He is 
our boss charity dispenseranda young man 
with a heart so big it wili be Jumping out of 
his body some day. 

OFFICER M’GUIRE'S EXPERIENCE. 

Officer Dennis McGuire modestly’ protested 
that he did no more for the poor people than 
any other of the boys, and expressed himself 
as ready to lead the way. 

It was just 7 o’clock. The night was cold 
and the walking sloppy. It's into places 
that are not over clean that we have to go,’’ 
he said by way of apology, for these poor 
people have not got things 10 
keep clean with often. 1 know 
them all, in all parts of the district, he con- 
tinued, from iittie totsso high (placing his 
hand about two feet from the ground) to the 
old men.

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WAKEMAN’S WANDERING 


AMONG THE PEASANTS OF PORTUGAL— 
THEIR PRIMITIVE MODE OF LIFE. 


The Post Traveler in the Homes of the 
Portuguese Peasantry—Boundlers Hos- 
pitality, Lightsome Labor and Joyous 
Content—Charming Studies.

Tavika, Portugal, Jan, 7.—My Gallegan 
guide, servant, companion and friend, 
honest Dobrado, became so enamored of our 
loitering sort of wanderings, that, on leaving 
Beja, I had no difficulty in overcoming his 
scruples agatnst traveling on foot. And 80 
our way to the southern seacoast of Portugal, 
perhaps 150 miles by the windings of the 
quaint old thoroughfares of the country, was 
made from Bija in this delightful manner, 

A sunnier land in which to travel does not 
exist. Hospitality is universal and intense. It 
is 60 extraordinary a characteristic among all 
Classes that it often becomes an impediment 
to progress in travel. Between Evora and 
Tavira, about 250 miles by road, we were lit- 
erally compelled to enter more than one hun- 
dred homes. In a dozen of thete we were 
quartered for the night, and in all the others 
refreshments were offered and partaken of. 
Most interesting of all were the visits to ruin- 
ous old monasteries. 

It often seemed that we must have been 
espiedata distance of miles, for in many 
instances some ambling old servitor was 
sent to meet us, or again, a kindly-faced 
friar halted us at the roadside, and, pre- 
cisely as ifthe visit were prearranged, cop 
ducted us to a monastery, often a little 
and pinched habitation where less than @ 
score ofthe order seemed to be gaming a 
livelihood. The welcome and benediction at 
parting were always of a character to con- 
vey the idea that our coming had placed our 
host under inexpressible obligations, while 
the eagerness of these mountainside monks 
to gather the meagerest knowledges of the 
outer world’s affairs and activities was often 
touching and pathetic ip the extreme. 

N farmer and peasant were alike in 
wnctilious observance of one pleasant cus- 
om. At our departure they always accom- 
panied us some distance, and frequently for 
miles, on our way. Then, standing by the 
wayside until we were quite out of hearing 
and sight, they sent after us all manner of 
friendly benediction interspersed wih Boa 
viagem!—boa viagem!’’ (Good voyage!’’— 
good voyage) until they must have returned 
to monastery, villeggiatura or cabin, hoarse 
from their kindly called farewells. 

Dobrado tells me this boundless hospitality 
is a changeless part of the Portuguese relig- 
lon; that they have as a common saying 
‘‘Ourses follow Uly-welcomed travelers; ; 
and that the bellefis general here that good 
fortune comes in degree tothe bountiful en- 
tertainment of strangers who may chance 
among them. I bave found the same custom 
and belief prevalling in only one other place 
in Europe. That is the West of Ireland 
among t r but great-hearted folk of 
lone and rugged Connemara. 

But of deeper interest than all else are the 
lowly folk of this fair land. I have not seen 
in town or city an Instance of what we know 
as want and suffering. The lowly in Portugal 

ossess nothing. acquire nothing, have burn- 

lea ambitions for nothing. A bit of corn- 
meal or rye bread washed down with water 
isarepast. Add to the breada bit of fish, a 
handful of olives or a few swallows of wine, 
and it is a feast. 

The stinging scourge of necessity for provi- 
dence with which the rigors of winter lash 
our poor is tncomprehensibie here. At their 
backs are mountains and valleys green to the 
sun and sky the whole year through, and 
never falling in their rich yield of fruit 
and grains. At their feet are broad 
rivers or the almost encircling 
sea with luscious food free for 
the taking. None ever become rich. None 
ever arrive at our own idea of a modest com- 

tency. None scarcely know how to think 

ow riches can be desirable. The woncer 
with them is that any one should worry or 
strive; thatany human being should ever be 
in a burry. As with the Oubans in their 
languor-breeding clime dose Manana?

weeks’ duration, the peasant selecting every 
hundredth ear for his labor, and a kiss from 
his inamorita for every red ear found, is 
everywhere progrecsingthe kernels are re- 
moved from the cobs by the choupanas and 
children who receive the cob, for burning, In 
payment. Ascore of morry stragglers ate 
required to house the product of one acre of 
ground, and every one of these work, or 
make pretense of work, in that care-free 
need-npthing way that marks all ton and 
efforts here. Wheat, bariey and rye are 
threshed precisely as they were a thousand 
years ago, 

At avery roadside and beside the ganery of 
every villeggiatura, round, high piles of 

umiced stone, beaten and rain- soaked until 
lard as granite, may be seen, These, called 
eiras, are the Portuguese threshing floors 
The grain is piled upon them and cows and 
oxen, biind-folded, ares driven in opposite 
directions until the treading hes released the 
kernels. There is no other method of thresh- 
ing grain in this country, and the fanning 
millisunknown. The straw is lifted off the 
elras With wooden forks and preserved for 
the food of donkeys and goats. Thena flag is 
hoisted to find the direction of the wiad. is 
done, men and women, but more often 
women and yvirls, standing at the side from 
whenee comes the wind, throw the grain and 
chaff into the air, and the chaff is borne 
away. 

The home-life of the Portugese peasant is 
not always a radiant one, never lacks cheer!i- 
ness, affection and simple content. He 
knows no other life better than his own and 
is satisfied with What he has and gets to the 
end of his days. The cottage or cabin or hut 
is simply a square structure built of rock 
thatched with furze or tiles. The windows 
and doors are never closed, for there are 
neither cold blasts nor robbers to enter. The 
bare earth is the floor. He requires no stove, 
His fireplace tor cooking is simply a slab, 
waist high In the wall, and the smoke kind 
takes care of itself. His staple food is meal- 
bread fast-day, least-day and five times a 
day. Kess, chickens and goat’s milk are al- 
most without value, and salt fish, usually 
**bacalho’’ or cried codfish, and wine are his 
luxuries. 

His wife is dutiful, his children beautiful. 
As the lowly go they are cleanly, if the chick- 
ens Go perch in the loft, the pig insists upon 
domestic companionship, dnd the goats 
choose the inside of the house at night. He 
lives gloriously in his way without severe ef- 
fort. His wife and children are loyal and 
never gadabouts. He ig true to his religion, 
his home, his friends; and he is never too 
old to love the guitar or mandolin orto join 
with his wife in the innocent dancesto the 
numbers of his beloved countryside music. 
if he is alling unto death the church comes to 
him, scarlet-robed and all sufficient, with 
its, to him, saving santissimo, and he passes 
calmly to his simple heaven from a heaven 
of every-day content.

Messier Claims That There Was an Under 
standing Between Hegelman and Cart. 
wright That the Latter Was to Win— 
Big Money Made by the Arrangement 
What Prof. Clark Says. 


Asuit for $250, brought by H. O. Messier, 
the pedestrian, against Prof. Bill Clark of 
the Natatorium, has provoked a very positive 
statement from Messier that the whole six- 
day walking match recently held was 
‘nxed.’’ and that the public was imposed 
upon by the walkers and an unscrupulous 
betting man who planned the whole affair. 

Messier acted as manager for the pedes- 
trians and from them received about $100 for 
his services. After the race was over he 
asked Prof. Clark for money in payment for 
services rendered. Prof. Olark refused very 
promptly and emphatically and Messier 
entered sult for $250 on the ground that he 
had managed the whole affair for the men 
and worked hard. 

The sult came up yesterday afternoon in 
the court of Justice James Spaulding and on 
the stand, in giving his testimony, Messier 
eald thatthe whole six-day mutch had been 
fraud and the public had been imposed upon 
in a deliberate manner by the whole gang. 

\fter Mr. Messier had given his startling 
testimony he was asked by a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter to explain what he meant by the

N ‘DANGEROUS DYNAMITE. 


It Is Accessible to All Persons, Including 
Cranks—A Violated Law. 

The attempt to blow up Miller’s bakery, on 
Sonth Fourth Street, a fortnight or so ago, 
and the confession of Fred Strauss that he 
it with his little stick of dynamite, bought of 


a local dealer in explosives, on the pretense 
that he wanted to ‘‘blow u a stump 
makes of considerable practica! interest Phe 
question of the accessibility of this dangerous 
article to evil-disposea rsons. 

The storage and handling of nitro-glycer- 
me, dynamite, etc., in St. Louis is regulated 
by ordinance, ‘which seems to be well calcu- 
lated to insure the public safety. All places 
where powder, etc., are stored are registered 
with the Commissioner or Public 
Bulldings, but at the office 
of this functionary not much 
information could be obtairied about the 
matter. Mr. Riley, chief clerk, said that 
there was a record book, but they hadn’t 
had occasion to refer to it for twoor three 
years, and he didn’t know that he could find 
it very readily. He added that little atten- 
tion was paid tothe subject, and the only 
time it would be likely to come to their notice 
would be through complaint 
policeman or some citizen. 
no objection to showing the book if he could 
find it; his recollection was that there were 
some ten or twelve places recorded for the 
storage of powder, etc. , under the ordinance, 
but he thought no good would come from any 
publication of the localities: ople in the 
neighborhoods would be skittish about the 
matter and it might make trouble for the 
dealers. 

There is no restriction on the sale of dyna- 
mite in this city. It is one of those commod- 
ities in which trade is free. st. Louis isthe 
distributing point for the entire Southwest, 
and immense quantities are sold here. Nearly 
all the powder companies handle it. Miners, 
quarries, etc., use enormous amounts of it. 
A good deal of it is exploded yearly m St. 
Louis in excavating for sewers and other 
public underground works. 

As à rule the powder companies handle 
dynamite only by wholesale. Many of them 
don’t, technically, handle it at all. They 
merely receive the order and send it tothe 
factory, and the goods are shipped directly to 
the buyer in the.country. Those which keep 
stocks on hand store it in their magazines, 
located in some unsettled part of the city or 
way out of town. 

Experience has shown that no unusual 
care is necessary in handling dynamite. The 
men have got used tothe idea of its harm- 
lessness. Powder dealers say that it is much 
less Mable to blow up from friction or con- 
cussion than is the ordinary black powder in 
grains. In fact they say it won’t blow up at 
all through concussion or rough handling. It 
takes heat and combustion combined and 
this is afforded by the use of caps charged 
with fulminate and exploded by means of a 
fuse or by electricity. 

At stores where dynamite is sold at retail 
almost anyone can get it, provided, of 
course, the purchaser seemed to be respect- 
table and there was nothing about him to 
indicate that he was a crank. Of course, 
said one manager, we would not sell it to a 
suspicious-looking customer. We ask the 
applicant what he wants with it, andtry to 
assure ourselves that he knows how to use it, 
and if all seems straight the sale goes!’’ 

Another dealer saidthat there was prac- 
tically nothing in the way ofa crank getting 
All the dynamite he wanted. In the country 
store there would be nodifiiculty whatever. 
— buy it thereto ‘‘blow up some stumps 
With.“ 


Owingto the supposed dangerousness of 
dynamite, the railroad companies have made 
special regulations forits transportation. It 
cannot be shipped on passenger vessels, 
steam or otherwise, nor on passenger trains, 
nor by express. Itcan only be shipped on 
freight trains in powder cars, on specified 
days. Some years ago the Iron Mountain 
Rallroad Co. paid $20,000 for damage to 
goods, supposed to have been caused bya 
dynamite explosion, and for some time that 
road would not receive dynamite at all. A 
package of dynamite must be plainly labeled 
on three sides, Dangerous explosive,“ and 
will not be received in company with the ex- 
plosive caps. These must be shipped sepa- 
rately by another consigument on another 
train.

War Talk a Weapon for the Bears of 
. Wall Street. 


BUT IT HAS PLAYED ITS PART AND 18 
LAID ASIDE. 


> 


The Money Situation Indicative of Higher 
Prices—Sterling Exchange Rates Ad- 
-vancing—Some of the Causes for the 
Rise—The Amount of Wheat Europe 
Will Need—Stocks and Bonds. 


New YORK, Jan. 23.—Life in Wall street is 
proverbially fast. Men sometimes live a 
whole year there in a day and the length of a 
generation is from three to five years. This 
is the explanation of the eyents of the past 
week. Wall street declared war on Chill 
Monday morning. For twodays fierce con- 
flict was waged. On Tuesday night Chill 
surrendered unconditionally and peace was 
declared. Nowthe war has practically been 
forgotten, It has gone into the history of the 
dimand misty past. Speaking less figura- 
tively, war with Chili as a factor 
in financial affairs is apparently a 
dead letter. It was a good enough 
sting to put in the , tall of a 
natural reaction. Probably many other 
things would have served the purpose as 
well, The nearest weapon at hand was the 
Chillan war scare, so the bears used that. 
After a sharp upward movement lasting for 
nearly a month we had our reaction, which 
averaged a good round six points. Following 
it we had a rally of about two points. Prices 
are now between three and four points below 
the high figures of this month, most of which 
were made in the first week. Experience of 
the past few years would jead to the belief 
that we would now havea period of dullness 
and recuperation and that this duliness 
would induce sagging values and later a 
rise. But as the unexpected is more apt to 
happen than not in financial affairs there is 
a very good chance that we may not have our 
period of dullness and sagging values. 

Certainly the recent decline in stocks has 
been attended by a surpassingly small loss of 
confidence in the situation. The only allies 
whom the bulls have lost are the unfortunate 
gentlemen who, having plunged too deeply 
in the recent rise, were crippled by the de- 
cline.’ The bears also used with great effect 
during the stormy times of last honth and 
Tuesday more Mr. Gould’s alleged ldek of en- 
thusiasm for the Western Traffic Association. 

Aninterview with Mr. Gould was made 
public on Monday, in which that gentleman 
spoke bitterly and sarcastically of the fail- 
ure of the advisory board to discharge the of- 
ficers of competing roads of whom he had 
complained. There was much talk of an ex- 
tra session of the board to consider these 
matters. The knowledge that there will be 
no extra session and that Mr. Gould Is will- 
ing to let matters take their natural 
course was the principal reason of the 
frm tone of the market yesterday 
afternoon. But whether activity or duliness 
shall be the feature of the market, from now 
on brokers will have little right to complain. 
They have had five consecutive weeks of ac- 
tivity inthesecurity markets. During this 
period the total saies of stocks have averaged 
nearly halfa million shares a day and the 
sales of bonds have been on a corresponding 
scale. To the commission broker activity 
means money whatever the course of the 
market. Hence the brokerage fraternity has 
started the new year under as auspicious clr- 
cumstances as could be asked for. 

The money situation is strongly indicative 
of activity and higher pricesin the security 
markets. Depositsin the New York banks 
are far the greatest ever known and fates for 
money are very low. This state of affairs 
will drive capitalists to desperation, and they 
will invest their funds in enterprises, which 
under ordinary conditions would be too 
risky or too unprofitable for their considera- 
tion. On the other hand it must not be over- 
looked that this great accumulation of money 
means a disappointingly dull state of general 
trade. The question of the allotment of coal 
percentages is the most important one in f- 
nancial affairsfor the moment. On it de- 
pendstoavery large extent the prosperity 
of the Reading company and other anthra- 
cite companies, 

At the present time, according to the best 
information obtainable, the anthracite com- 
panies are indulging in wholesale cuts in 
prices. But the facts that the great bankers 
and capitalists behind these companies are 
all arrayed on the side of the property and 
that the Reading Co. wants to issue $10,000,000 
new bonds makes it seem very unlikely that 
the cutting of prices will continue. It seems 
much more probable that a combination will 
be made and an allotment of percentages 
agreed upon very soon, Indeed, it was intl- 
mated yesterday that such a combination 
had been entered into. 

Sterling exchange rates continue to ad- 
vance and the wisest heads have confessed 
themselves unable to tell why. While ad- 
mitting that an international trade balance 
is such a pecullarly intricate affair that no 
man ever living could definitely measure it, 
they still insist that England should send us 
more gold. Last summer when the gold be- 
gan to leave us they contended that there 
Was a trade balance in our favor. When 
$73,000,000 had been taken from us they said 
that we would get it all back in the fall. Con- 
siderably less than half has come back, de- 
spite foreign buying of our securities and the 
remarkable coincidence of the largest 
crops on record in this country and 
short onés abroad which caused enormous 
grain exports during the last three months. 
It seems a fair assumption that without 
this extraordinary interposition of provi- 
dence little if a ~ § of the $73,000,000 would 
have been returne Among the superficial 
causes for the steady advance in sterling ex- 
change rates, the following have been of- 
fered by bankers: Owing to the unprece- 
dented accumulation of cotton in the Euro- 
pean storehouses, the exports of that staple 
are small. Moreover the decline in prices for 
grain in Europe has caused a falling off both 
in actual exports and in engagements for 
future exports. But this falling off in the 
grain exports must, it would seem, be only 
temporary inasmuch as the uropean needs 
are still unsupplied. 

An English authority estimates the amount 
of wheat which Europe must take from 
North America, between Jan.iand July 31, 
at 144,000,000 bushels; in other words, that 
Europe will take all that we can give. At- 
tention is also called to the fact that the 
sterling exchange bills have been in demand 
for the remittance of interest and dividends 
and the same bills have been bought to cover 
futures of exchange sold some time ago. 
But none of these things, nor all 
of them, furnish a satisfactory explana- 
tion for the rise in exchange. Other forces 
must beat work, the nature of which we 
know, but details of which we do not know. 
We know that for the pt year Europe has 
been tugging at our gold reserves. We know 
that during the period she has taken from us 
much more gold than she has sent back, 
although nature has done her utmost to help 
us out. The struggle for gold acts as a con- 
stant force to put up sterling — 2 rates. 
How it is accomplished, whether by borrow- 
ing our gold, sending back our securities, 
sendin us silver or some other method, it is 
im le to say.

NEWS FROM THE 


ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM THE GREAT 
CARBONATE CAMP. 


The Penrose in Good Ground—The Woll 
Tone Leases Called In—Prospecting 
the Elk—Operations on the Gordon—A 
Strange Accident—The Local Market. 


LEADVILLE, Coio.,. Jan. 23,—The Penrose 
people are getting into much better ground 
now, having caught up the running stuff and 
made secure. They are now about 480 feet 
fromthe surface, and the water is being 
taken care of by the new station pump that 
has gone in. Olli has been substituted for coal 
as fuel, all of the bollers being now supplied 
with patent jets, and. no further trouble is 
expected until the contact is cut. 

The Mahala has resumed shipments that 
were temporarily suspended pending the 
putting in of a cage to facilitate the lifting of 
the ore, and is now putting out about 100 tons 
a day of first - lass sulphide ore. 

The leases on the Wolf-Tone given under 
the original lease to the Maid of Erin peopte 
have all been called in, and the lessees or- 
dered to pull their tools out. This of course 
does not affect the Maid of Erin lease, which 
controls all of the property but the east halt 
of the Agassiz, whichis under lease to the 
Mahala folks. 

Inside the city limits the milling has ceased 
onthe Capitol, they having struck the con- 
tact and blue limestone at a depth of 650 feet 
from the surface.

Gen. Palmer’s Orders Concerning the.

GIVING SOLDIERS THE PREFERENCE. 

The following comrades are appointed a 
committee to press before Congress the pas 
sage of a bill giving soldiers the preference in 
the public service: Joseph W. Kay, John 
Raines, Amos J. Cummings, Department of 
New York; Charies P. Lincoln, Department 
of Potomac and Wm.’ E. W. Ross, Depart- 
ment of Maryland. 

Comrade Kay has been very efficient in se- 
curing such legislation in New York, and 
Gen. Palmer expects much from him and his 
colleagues. But to make an almost certainty 
more .sure, every department officer and 
every comrade should engage to assist by 
promptly and persistently urging upon their 
Senators and Representatives in Congress 
the justice and desirability of the proposed 
laws, one of which is as follows: 

**A bill to insure preference in appointment, em- 
ployment and retention therein, in the public ser- 
vice of the United States, to veterans of the late 
war. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United Statesof America in Con- 
gress assembled: 

Section 1. In every public department and upon 
all public works of the Unitea States Government 
and in competitive and non-competitive examina- 
tions under the United States Civil service laws or 
rulesand reguiations of the same whenever they 
App y. honorably discharged Union soldiers, sailors 
and marines, shall be preferred for certification, ap- 
— f, — employment and retention therein; age, 
oss of limb. or other physical impairment, which 
does not in fact incapacitate, shall not be deemed to 
disqualiy them, provided they pessess the business 
capacity necessary tofillthe position involved; and 
persons thus preferred, unless appointed or em- 
ployed for a definite statutory term, shall not be 
dismissed from their positions, excpt upon charges 
and after a hearing. 

Sec. 2. All heads of departments, officials. boards 
of examiners of other persons having power of ap- 
pointment, employment, or certification for such ap- 
83 or employment in the public service ofzthe 

nited States, as set forth in Sec. 1 of this act, are 
charged with 4 faithful compliance withthe terms 
thereof both in letter and spirit, and a failure to so 
comply shall be a wisdemeanor to be prosecuted 
either by information or inuictment and punishable 
accordingly. 8 

Sec. 3, All laws or parts of laws inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect immediately. 

The Commander in-Chief says: ‘‘Such a 
law on the statute books means justice to 
those who gave honorable service.’

The Frightened Czar Improving His 
Welcome Respite. 
REMARKABLE COLLECTION OF DRAM- 
SHOP LICENSES LAST WEEK. 


A Desperate Effort Being Made to Prepare 
a Good Showing For the Council In- 
vestigation—Councilman Anderson De 
liehted at Ziegenhein’s Sudden Official

During the week just closed there has been 
witnessedaremarkable sight in St. Louis. 
The spectacle was that of a derelict city

his office. 

The picture would have been a more edify- 
inc and comforting one but for the fact that 
the repentant city official was doing his tardy 
and long delayed good work only on compul- 
sion.

COMPARISONS NOT ALWAYTS ODIOUS. 

The Post-Drsrpatcn had charged that a 
comparison of Collector Ziegenhein’s dram- 
shop license collections with those made by 
Lnited States Revenue Collector Wennecker 
would result in proving that there were 
many thousands of dollars lost annually to 
the city’s revenue through Collector Ziegen- 
hein’s unwillingness to enforce the liquor 
license laws governing the collection 
of the liquor tax due to 
the city.

That day there were fied in the police 
courts by two hurrying deputies from the of- 
fice of the panic-stricken Collector complaints 
against no less than forty-four delinquent 
saloonkeepers. 

The complaints were accompanied by an 
urgent appeal from frightened Czar Zlegen- 
hein **to set the cases for trial at the earliest 
possible moment.’’ 

But the alarmed Collector's unexpected 
official activity did not stop with the filing of 
those complaints against forty-four delin- 
quent saloonkeepers and the effort to bring 
them at once before the bar of justice.

DEPUTY DAVIS’ LITTLE SPECULATION. 

Deputy Collector Gus! Davis of City Col- 
lector Ziegenhein’s office has also shown by 
his personal course the spirit of the Col- 
lector’s office regarding the duty of properly 
collecting the dramshop licenses due to the 
city. With the feeling thatthe firstduty of 
tuat office Was to aid certain saloon-Keepers 
in avoiding payment of their dramshop 
licenses, Deputy Collector Davis 
evolved a scheme which worked splen- 
didly until exposed by the Post-DISPATCH. 
The scheme of Deputy Collector Gus Davis 
was a remarkable one,and is among the 
most remarkable developments of Czar Zieg- 
enhein’s administration of the City Col- 
lector's office. Davis went into the business 
ot showing saloon-keepers how to avoid pay- 
ing dramshop licenses to the city, and ac- 
cording to the evidence he succeeded so well 
that the ee revenue has lost many thou- 
sands of dollars by his efforts. Yet, though 
the facts in the case were laid before Col- 
lector Ziegenhein in July last by the Post- 
DISPATCH, and although that official prom- 
ised with much show of zeal to ‘‘investigate’’ 
the matter, no investigation has yet been 
made, and Deputy Davis still holds office as 
one of Czar Ziegenhein’s remarkable staff. 

Davis’ plan was to buy up club charters 
that bad been issued before the Newberry 
liquor law went into effect, and to sell them 
to saloon-Keepers who wished to avoid pay- 
ingthe dramshop license of per year. 
There were some fifty of these club charters 
ranted before the courts put a stop tothe 
ssuing of such charters on the ground that 
they were bem used to evade the 
law and run saloons under false colors. Most 
of. the charters already granted had seven- 
teen or eighteen years to run, and they were 
a bonanza’ to saloonkeepers who could get 
hold of them, as they exempted their pos- 
sessors from the payment of the dramshop 
license as long as they were in force.

Considered Tuesday Night. 


Complete Exposure of a Chicago 
Scheme of Adulteration. , 


HOW THE ‘“POST-DISPATCH” AND MR, 
CABANNE SECURED INFORMATION. 


The Compound Turned Over to Inspector 
Sullivan—What He Found in It—A 
Process by Which Water Could Be 
Turned Into Milk — Prospects of 
Needed Legislation. 


The Post-DisPatcH crusade for pure milk 
and thorough milk inspection nas borne 
fruit. Ohairman Haggerty of the Committee 
on Sanitary affairs of the House of Delegates 
says that body will take up the new uk bill 
next Tuesday evening. The absolute neces- 
sity of immediate action in the matter is 
shown strikingly by an interesting exposure 
of the shady methods possible in the milk 
traffic, illustrated by the following occur - 
rence: 

Manager Cabanne has built up his dairy 
business, that or the st. Louis Dairy Co., 
by fighting adulterations of all sorts. 
During the seige of Paris milk was made in 
the beleaguered town without the assistance 
of cows, and afterwards the compound was 
brought to America. When it got to 8t. 
Louis, Manager Cabanne analyzed it, got its 
constituents and exposed it. Two years ago 
a man came along with a chemical to 
make milk without cows, and offered it to 
the manager. He introduced a reporter to 
the man without telling him who he was, 
and; afteratalk with him about the stuff, 
had it described in the papers. Dairynien 
and milk buyers were warned, andthe adul- 
terator had to leave town. Friday, C. L. 
Graves, representing the Graves Manufac- 
turing Co., calledon Mr. Cabanne. He said 
his company had a dig plant in 
Chicago, and were making a liquid: from the 
stomachs o cows that would make such milk 
of water that it was better thanthe genuine 
thing. His company was introducing it 
rapidly in all the large towns of the east and 
west, and had decided to let @lanager 
Cabanne have the sole right for st. Louis. 
The manager saw him make some of his 
milk, and then told him that he would get 
another member of the company to meet 
him the next day at 10 o’clock.: 

GRAVES’ COMPOUND, 

Mr. Graves appeared in the laboratory of 

the dairy company promptly at the ap- 
pointed time. He is short and plump and 
active, with a thin, Hght mustache, and 
sharp eyes. He wore a silk hat and a woll- 
fitting overcoat, and his trousers were turned 
to keep them from the mud. He had a large 
dtamound pin in his neck-tie, and on a thick 
little finger he wore a dig opal, set around 
with diamonds. He came into the 
office with assurance, and Mr. Cabanne- in- 
troduced him to the Post- DISPATCH reporter, 
who represented an of sialof the company. 
Mr. Graves got briskly to work to convince 
the . of the merits of his com- 
pound, 
He had in his pocket a little box, and in 
that boxa vial holding about two gills of a 
thin, clear, yellow fluid. Mr. Cabanne had 
several quarts of pure milk and cream 
2 up into the laboratory. The agent 
sald: 

We sell you this in barrels at $1.75 a gal- 
lon. One pint of it, with four gallons of 
water and four gallons of milk, makes eight 
eet anda pint ofthe finest milk in the 
world. . 

»The most daring milkman in St. Louis is 
afraid to put more than one-tenth water into 
his milk, said Manager Cabanne 
with a twinkle his eye. We 
are satisfied to make a cent 
a gallon profit on our milk, said ne, after 
some figuring, ‘‘and here you offer us 12% 
cents a gailon. Let's see the process. 

The agent took the graduates and glasses, 
poured in water, then a little of the liquid, 
stirred it up with a spoon, and then added 
the milk. The proportions he used would 
have made a mixture of one gallon of water 
to ten, of milk. Manager Cabdanne, 
the reporter the company’s 
chemist all tasted It.

FAST MILES BY RUNNERS. 

LEXINGTON, Ky. , Jan. 23.—While there were 
eight less performers of miles in 1:41 and 
under in 1891 than In 1890, still there were 
some very creditable races run at that dis- 
tance last year and that in face of the fact 
that America’s most speedy course, the 
Straight track at Monmouth Park, was closed 


the entire season. The record this season 
reads 2 to 31 in 1890, to 14 In 1889, to 2 In 1888, 
to 4 in 1887, to2in 1886, to none in 1885. The 
best performance in 1899 was Salvator’s 1:35, 
the world’s record, while in 1889 Paori ran the 
fastest mile, covering the distance In 1:39 4-5, 
In 1888, Eollan’s 1:40% was the best, while 
Stuyvesant, by doing the distance in 1:40, led 
the best milers in 1887. In 1886, the best per- 
formance around the track was 1:41, and 
both Swift and Burch are the ones 
that scored the mark. Of this year’s 
performers imp. St. Blaise is the only 
Stallion that sired over one horse to show so 
fast, both La Tusca and Chesapeake being by 
him. The latter pair were bred by the late 
Hon. A. Belmont and. outside of k. 
J. Hancock of Eliersile Stud, vir 
inia, who sent out Eon and 
la Belle, no other breeder has 
the honor of breeding more than one of these 
rapid rformers. While La Tosca, Pick- 
nicker, Tulia Blackburn, Acclaim, L’Intri- 
uante, Ma Belle, Portchester and Rey del 
ey all did the distance in quicker time than 
Guido, still the latter must be considered the 
champion miler of the year just closed, as 
not only dia he compass the course in a dash 
race in 1:40%, but he also broke the long 
standing mile heat record by marking 1412, 
1:41 on the black board. When accomplish- 
ing the last named performance he had with 
in five pounds of regulation weixhtup, which 
marks his performance far above other 
races of this class, as both Kadi 
and Bounce, who in turn previously 
held this record, had, age considered, little 
more than catch weight up when they made 
their performance. Another source to which 
can be laid the failure of more horses not 
figuring in the compilation below, is the fact 
that severalof the bly meetings held during 
the past year struck a streak of bad weather, 
and then again there are not a few courses 
that are so slow that it would take a wonder 
to do a mile in the time required for admis- 
sion in this tabulation. With Monmouth 
Park’s prospective reopening this year and 
the increase of racing everywhere, ſt can be 
expected with reason that the 1:41 and netter 
performers in 1892 will exceed those of any 
previous year in American turf history, The 
table for last year foliows:

JAMES ROWE ON TRAINING. 


THE WELL-KNOWN EASTERN TRAINER WRITES 

ON HOW TO PUT A YBARLING IN CONDITION. 
Written for the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

From first to last, from the moment you 
first slip the bridle over an undroken year- 
ling’s head till you lead him from the track 
after he has run his last race,everything that 
you do depends on the horse. 

In selecting a youngster I go a good deal on 
the looks. I want a compact, well-built colt, 
with good legs, and not too leggy; don’t like 
to see too much daylight under him. As to 
weight carrying qualities. I’ve seen them 
carry weights in all shapes. I’m not so much 
of a stickler for size as many horsemen are, 
because some of the very best horses I’ve 
trained were small or only of medium size. 
Luke Blackburn, which I consider the best 
horse I ever trained, wasa little fellow, only 
15 hands 1% inches high. Charlie Gorham 
was a little chap, and La Tosca as a yearling 
was only a little over 11 hands. 

I believe in buying yearlings in the spring 
and breaking themearly, not later than Aug. 


15. WhileI was with the late August Bel- 
mont l always broke them aboutthe middle 
of July, that is, got them accustomed to sad- 
ale, bridle and bit. Inever bothered witha 
roller or breaking tackle, but I would puta 
bridle on at once, take the colt out of the 
stable and puta boy right up. My favorite 
practice was to take them as soon as they ar- 
rived—when they were pretty well tired out 
traveling—and give them their first lesson. 
Just as soon as we got them off the cars 1 
would have a bridle put on and a boy put 
up, and usually they were so tired they 
couldn’t raise much ofa fussand would take 
things calmly and give in. 

I always gave them four or five weeks’ 
work, trotting and cantering, and in all 
about.three months’ training before they 
weretried. Hurrying youngsters Is, in my 
opinion, apt to make them crazy. They can’t 
stand it. They get worked up nervous, and 
if you hurry them right along at their work 
they get no chance to quiet down. If they 
are broken in the middle of July, a good 
time to try them isthe latter part of Octo- 
ber. 

Itakeup my horses and begin getting 
them ready along from the ist tothe 15th of 
Jan.;usually about the 1st, forl put great 
faith in a long preparation. 

WhenlI take them up I trot and canter 
them at first, always giving them thelr exer- 
cise outdoors instead of under cover, 
when the weather permits. As the spring 
advances I work them faster and further, but 
the amount of work to give any horse de- 

nds entirely on the horse. One must take 
ils disposition and constitution into consid: 
eration. Notwohorsescan be trained just 
alike; itis the individual you must train. 
Some horses require a great deal of work to 
fit them for racing and a great deal to keep 
them fit, and others require very little. 

When they are in racing condition I don’t 
think it is well to ask too much of a horse in 
the way of trials before his races. They don’t 
need so much strong work, and atrainer 
frequently makes the mistakeof having his 
horse run his races in his trial. 

When Iam preparing a horsefora race, 
and he doesn't work to suit me in his trial 
two or three days before the race, if he leads 
me to believe he needs a little more work, I 
take him out and work him again on the day 
before the race. 

His ‘‘work’’—sending him along at more 
than a gallop—should not occur oftener than 
every other day,and off days he should be ex- 
ercised. ‘The nature and amount of work 
depends an the race he isto run or his fit- 
ness. 

A tardy horse that is a good feeder and 
don’t fret can race twice a week without do- 
ing bimselfany harm; and it is an odd fact 
that 2-year-olds require more work and will 
stand more hard racingthan an older horse. 
Fillies in their 2-year old form get ready to 
race earlier than colts. Moderate racing in 
summer doesn’t hurt them, and they im- 
prove toward fall, but they can’t stand as 
much as a colt can. 

never muzzie a horse when I can help it, 
and I bardly ever draw a horse the night be- 
fore a race. ‘The more he can race the 
stronger he’ll be. When a horse is going to 
run, on the morning of tie race day I give 
him nearly his usual amount gf oats and but 
very little hay, and at nis midday meal be- 
fore the race I give him a couple of quarts of 


oats. 

When horses get sick it is usually the safest 
pian to callin a veterinary surgeon, and not 
tinkér with them. In a stable where there 
are twenty-five or thirty to look after this is 
necessary, for the trainer doesn’t have the 
time to tinker, Still, in cases of slight cold it 
isa good idea todo home doctoring tothe 
extentof applying a mustard plaster to the 
throat. When horses begin work in the 
spring in most cases their legs fll up and get 
feverish, and totreat them it is necessary to 
call a veterinary. Bandages wet with salt 
water are good, or with witch hazel or some 
one of the Untments every horseman has 
tried and found good. Fomenting the legs 
takes the fever ahd soreness away also. 

It has been my experience that the t 
horses that have really done something have 
been the easiest totrain. It has been so with 
those Ihave trained. Luke Blackburn, one 
of the best, I might say the best horse I have 
trained, was an easy horse to handle. He was 
hearty and sturdy, a good feeder and was 
kept racingso constantly he didn’t require 
much work. 

George Kenney could stand more hard work 
than any other I’ve trained, and was as 
tough as a pine knot. Hindoo was the easiest 
horse to get ready fora race Jever saw. He 
wasa good doer ana didn’t fret. 

Miss Woodford was another one easy to 
train; she was a light feeder, but strong and 
even tempered. Charlie Gorham never ro 
guired any training. lie gets ali his work in 
Als races, and seemed always ready fora 

ce. Fides, the good little mare that won 
the first Toboggan Slide, was an easy thin 
to handle. She had the nervous tempermen 
that all the III-Used's have and had to be 
kept quiet and free from excitement and she 
Was all rigut. Racelandis a peculiar horse 

handle. He is delicate and you can’t take 
liberties with him—have to study him from 
day to pay to know what he requires. It 
takes very little work to fit him for a race.

AWARD OF THE NEW YORK ‘‘WORLD’’ HOMING 
PIGEON PRIZE—OTHER NEWS. 

New York, Jan. 23.—The WORLD’s watch 
has been awarded, and tothe best speed as 
yet made for the distance. This is 324 miles in 
329 minutes, or the mile in 60.9 seconds, and 
is to the credit of the blue chicken hen, 
Sleepy, of the Gilman E. Hook loft, New 
Bedford, Mass. The record was made 
July 6 in the journey from Lyons, 
N. I. The speed of 1,733 yards per 


minute left a very wide margin over the 1,476 
yards with which the season opened. ‘The 
award was made at the Council of Pigeon 
Flyers held Thursday in connection with the 
Southern Massachusetts Pouitry Show. The 
day previous to the re protest was pub- 
lished by Jere Clancy of Providence on the 
ground that the speed being so greatly in ex- 
cess of all previous air-line journeys there 
might be error in the calculations. This was 
withdrawn previous to the meeting by advice 
of Mr. Dwyer ofthe Providence Journal. He 
acted in Mr. Clancy’s behalf and gave the 
proofs a careful examination and assured 
him that there was nothing upon which op- 
jection could be raised. 

The Pulitzer band for the best speed from 
the dome of the Pulitzer building was award- 
ed to Nelse Innes of the Clansey loft, Provi- 
idence, for the speed of 1,298 yards. 

The Clipper and Queenly bands went tothe 
Clipper, and Miss Liberty for the 1,374 yards 
made in their journey Oct, 23 from Bridge- 


port. 

The Washington was awarded to Romeo for 
1,115 yards, the best speed from the capital. 

The 300 mile prize to Collier of West Haden, 
Providence, for 1,288 yards. 

For distance in the day to Mandigo and six 
others of H. J. Williams, Providence, for 450 
miles in 1.3% yards per minute, aiso holding 
the George W. Childs prize for the season. 

The special for the Dest speed to Fall River 
wasto Lone Star for 1,328 yards and Miss 
Hadwin for 1,312 yards both from 200 miles to 
the H. G. Thurston loft Fall River. 

A special prize was awarded to the old 
Montgomery for holing the world’s record 
for distance 1,054 miles unbroken through 
six years. 

The special business of the Council at the 
Fall River session was the consideration of 
rules of governing thereeord. This began 
with a change in the name from the Sporting 
Life rules to the American rules for pigeon 
fiying. Changes in the rules were in the 
clause relative to timing the return and in 
the addition of a section requiring proof that 
the home of the bird sent for record is that 
for which the distance Is given. 

A proposition was received from the Madi- 
son Square Poultry Show management that 
pigeon flyers exhibit the winners of past sea- 
sons on some one day, such to be known as 
**pigeon flyers“ day. This was accepted 
and Feb. 9, the last day of the national show 
was named as the first occasion.

A HILL VICTORY. 


WHY CHICAGO GOT THE NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC 
CONVENTION. 

WasnuiIncTon, D. C., Jan. 23.—Mayor Som- 
ers of Milwaukee, in discussing the choice of 
Chicago for the National Democratic Conven- 
tion, said: It is not hard to see what the in- 
fluences were that led to the selection of Chi- 
cago. Chicago was selected because it was 
the wish of David B. Hill, A. F. Gorman and 
Brice, who formed a trinity 
too powerful to be overcome. The 
resolution adopted by our dulegation within 
a few minutes after the result was an- 
nounced, has been misunderstood. We did 
not intend to resolve that the Wisconsin del-

To no one better than to him applies this 
characteristic word of our French eighteenth

It could not be better said in a few words. 

He is respected and admired more than 
loved. Afew privileged ones alone know 
what this superbly upright nature 
contains of tenderness, delicacy and sadness 
under a seeming and studied harshness. Per- 
haps he may choose to give us the last word 
of his philosophy under another form than 
that of the drama, one were he can be 
more unfettered, which will not force him to 
mistake his thought. We have felt this muti- 
lation, this halt before an obstacle perhaps 
insurmountable, since the representation of 
**Franclillon,’’ that piece so well done, 80 
prodigiousiy defiant, as it were a point 
rorced at a stroke, but where on the whole it 
was the most audacious drawback. 

Like Figaro he has forced a laugh for fear 
of being compelled tocry. Tragedy has sud- 
denly changed into comedy, acrid, biting, 
sarcastic, itis true, with pages which the 
profoundest philosophers and moralists 
would ** in having written. Such, for 
example, as the monologue of Ph. de Grand- 
redon in the third act, which terminates by 
these words: ‘‘Il n’y a mane plus de bon 
cigares.’’ 

Since ‘‘Franclillon’’ Dumas has given noth- 
ing to the theater, yet itis armed that bo- 
sides his avowedly completed work, La 
Route de Thebes, he has in follo two more 
pieces which only require the finishing touch. 
Meanwhile heis philosophically tasting the 
silence and tranquillity of the dismantied 
trees in his fine gardens of Marly or in his 
little carriage drawn by two ponies he drives 
himself through the wide alleys of the forests 
of Marly or St. Germain. His horses’ hoofs 
toss clouas of golden leaves into the air, 
which the wind seizes and chases out of 
reach, unattainable, before him, Like the 
pursuit of the ideal! 

Almost every day he comes to Paris, but for 
a few hours only, to hear news of Mme. 
Dumas, whose heaith is so badly shaken and 
who never leaves Faris and her home in the 
Avenue de Villiers. 

Perhaps you know the modest little brick 
house with its large carriage entrance (porte- 
cochere) above which is displayed the wide 
colored glass window of his picture gallery. 
If you penetrate by this wide door you find 
yourself under the archway which has been 
transformed into a sort ofmuseum. Fine 
tapestries cover the walls against which are 
on large oaken Gothic stalls. In the mid- 

le oppsite the entrance, stands the colossal 
statue of Dumas pere. This gallery is shut at 
the two extremities. The one 
furthest from the street opens 
on to a garden or rather a 
large sanded court, shaded byafine tree— 
chestnut, I think—under whose shade in 
spring the little children of his eldest 
daughter, Mme. Lippmanu, met for their

Ifihad wanted 
to kill do you not suppose I would have used 
one of those? 

**There is another thing. Mrs. Potts prom- 
ised me in case I did not secure a hospital 
place after my graduation to send me and my 
wife to Vienna to study. Everybody knows 
that that is the highest dream of young men 
who are ambitious to become distinguished 
physicians. How much easier and safer it 
would have been to have taken her there 
with me and caused her death. 

Do you think I have acted like a guilty 
man? Nothing has been Drought about my 
conduct at the time preceding the arrest. 
Directly the charges came out I went to the 
District Attorney’s office and surrendered 
myself. I was not arrested until two weeks 
later. In the meantime a friend of mine 
came to me and offered me all the money I 
wanted in order to get out of the country. I 
told him that I had no thought of flight. I

A DOCTOR'S BLUNDER. 

„Thus far the witnesses have made many 
mistatements. The doctors had no right to 
say that I showed no emotion when I learned 
that my wife was dead. Would they have 
me rave likea madman? Inever said to any 
body that Helen died of heart disease. I did 
criticise Dr. Fowler’s treatment of her. I 
should not have done that, perhaps, because 
I think he did everything he knew of to save 
Helen’s life, but he should have used the 
gastric siphon. It would have saved her 
life. A gastric siphon does not interfere 
with the respiration. Like Many other old- 
fashioned physicians, Dr. Fowler had never 
used one. 

There is one thingi wish to say, and that 
is that Inever boastedtoany one about my 
success with women. I huve always said that 
any man who would go that ig a cad who 
should be ostracised. Never in my life have 
1 done sucha thing, and when Drs. Trever- 
ton, Oliver and Latham sald I did they swore 
to what was pottrue. I cannot imagine any 
man who has a lovely mother and sister, as I 
have, doing any such thing. 

‘‘Icannot seewhy the story about Miss 
Queenie Drew was allowed to come in the 
case. It is true enough. Of course, I was un- 
faithful to my wife, but, well many men are 
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and it was to

DR. FOWLER’S TESTIMONY. 

Dr. Edward Fowler, who was the principal 
witness on Thursday, testified that when he 
was called in he found the girl dying from 
morphine poisoning, He felt convinced that 
she must have taken at least four grains. 
Harris was sent for and said there was only 


one-sixth of a grain of morphine in the qui - 


nine in each pill. Dr. Fowler sent him tothe 
drug store to seeif the prescription for six 

Uls, which had been filled thirty-six hours 

efore he gave the giri the box contain- 
ing only four, had been properly 
flied The druggist corroborated Harris’ 
claims, but the girl grew worse and died. 
Harris’ worry seemed to be that he might be 
held liable. Beyond this he was self-pos- 
sessed. 

This isthe outline ofthe facts which the 
State is proving by the witnesses. The chain 
of guilt which the prosecution is forging is 
linked out like this: 

Harris had tired of his wife. He had 
the pellets prepared himself. Two he took 
from the box for self-protection. He kept the 
other four thirty-six hours before he gave 
them to Miss Potts. One of these he unloaded 
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This isa symptom of isoning by mor- 
phine or opium in general.“ 

Dr. Fowler testified that he had sent for 
Harris, who admitted he had prescribed 
quinine and morphine, but said there was 
only one-tenth of a grain of morphine in 
each capsule. The doctor said that when 
the girl died Harris was in the school dormi- 
tory with the physicians and attendants, but 
showed no great grief. 

The case having been adjourned over till 
Monday there were no trial proceedings to-

MORPHINE POISONING. 

Dr. Fowler, who had attended seventy-five 
cases of morphine poisoning, gave the fol- 
lowing account ofthe girl’s death, when on 
the witness-stand: 

I found her in a state of coma, with a pale 
and blue surface of skin, wtth very labored 
respiration, about two per minute. Between 
the inspiration and the expiration there was 
a distinct short interval. I found the puplis 
of the eyes both contracted to a point almost 
beyond being 117 — There was an en- 
tire inability for any voluntary motion what- 
ever. The eyes were symmetrically con- 
tracted in os he pulse was not, 
or course, ag pulse, but compared with 
the respiration it was better thanthe respi- 
ration. The skin was cold with a profuse 
perspiration.’’ 

What did you immediately 
discovered the condition of the 
which you have described?’”

Within six weeks Mrs. Potts noticed that 
Harris began to grow cold and Helen seemed 
to be Ill at ease.

Karl Karolyi’s Letter to the Boston Journal. 

Plays in Paris generally begin at 8 o’clock 
and never finish until about midnight. If 
they were over earlier the audience would 
think that they had not received their 
money’s worth of badair and good acting. 
Sitting four hours in such an atmosphere 
would be unendurable toan American, were 
it not forthe long waits between the acts, 
when one can walk for twenty minutes in 
the large foyer, or go out and 
get a littie fresh air. The orchestra 


never plays between the acts, so there is no 
inducement to remain in the hot, garlic- 
scented air during that time. There is gen- 
erally a bright little concert comedy rst, a 
lever du rideau’’ (curtain raiser) they call 
ithere,and the main plece begins about 9 
o’clock, so late diners and others need not go 
tothe theater until that hour, and yet see 
the chief play. But the acting is always so 
good here, andthe French as spoken on the 
stage so fascinating, that Ialways like to go 
in time for the first piece, even if it does 
shorten my life a little and necessitate extra 
fumigation when I return home. 
Itisa matter ofsome formality to get into 
a French theater. Don’t think that you can 
do as in free America, throw down a few sll- 
ver car-wheels, with an ugly Goddess of 
Liberty on one side anda loudly screaming 
American eagle on the other, and enter the 
the theater and take your seat. No, there is 
a good dealof red tapeto be unraveled be- 
fore that. If you wisha good place you must 
go to the theater afew days in advance, po- 
litely take off your hatto the ugly and cross 
old female in the box office and humbly ask 
for the seats you wish. When she has finished 
discussing the latest styles from Russia with 
her assistant,she will gruffly exclaim: Com- 
ment?’’ You must not reply, as a friend 
of mine did who was not well up in 
French, Come on, yourself, but say your 
— sentence all over again. Ifthe specu- 
ators and the ugly old woman’s friends have 
not reserved all the places, she will write out 
a document on a large sheet of green or red 
papes (for they never have printed theater 
tickets here), stating your name, thetitle of 
the play, the chief actor’s name, the date 
and official number ot tune performance, and 
after dusting it well with sand (for they are 
too conservative to use biotting paper), and 
demanding 2 cents extra for the Government 
stamp. she wilPhandit over to you in ex- 
change for French gold. On the evening of 


the performanve you purchasea programme | 
of a man at the door and walk up to the desk | — 


where three Frenchmenin dress suits pre- 
sice. 
Your troubles then begin. These ‘‘judges’’ 
act as ticket-takers. One of them exumines 
the green or red document that you procured 
with so much trouble, to see that it is nota 
forgery, and that the date, etc., is all right, 
and then passes it on to one of bis associate 
sors in this Supreme Court or united 
rench red tape, who looks it all over and 
tears off one corner and cries in a loud voice: 
Deux personnes a gouch,’’ or words to that 
effect. Perhaps you think. you are in the 
theater then. Oh, no! You have yet to pass 
the Cerberus who guards the inner door. 
This is an ugly old hag with a white cap, 
who takes your ticket and 
your leaving your coat with her. 
if itis summer and you have nothing to leave 
ofthat kind she will then ask you for her 
**little benefit,’’ as she calls it, in advance, 
before she will let you goto your seat. You 
must pay up or ght, and I advise every one 
to pay cash, as it is cheaper in the end. These 
ugly old women, "who are known as ouv- 
reuses’’ (Openers), and who keep an eye well 
open for half-franc pieces (or whole ones if 
you havea pretty girl with you), really run 
the theater, or, atleast, all that part of it 
in front of the footlights.

The nature of the business. o the 
building association is essentially safe, solid and 
non-hazardous, while the nature of the ‘business of 
the bank is in a large degree risky. fictitious. and sub- 
ject to the vicissitudes of commerce. 

eneral laws which govern financial affairs 

affect these two classes of institutions quite differ- 

ently. For example, when the volume of money is 

ample—when ali labor is profitably employed—when 

wages are good—the rate of interestlow and basi- 

nese brisk—then building associations prosper and 
ve. 


But where the volume of money is depleted—wheu 
industry is languishing—when a large per cent of 
labor is unemployed or on short time—when wages 
are low and the rate of interest high, and hard times 
generally prevail—then it often happens t the 

anks reap their richest harvest. 

Suppose a young man who by industry and frugal- 
ity had saved in a building association $1.000. He 
now concludes he will buy a little farm, get married 
and settle for life. He finds a farm in a fair state of 
cultivation, with a neat little cottage which 
thinks would just suit him and his intended bride. 
But the price of the farm is $2,000, while he has but 

1,000. He goes to Mr. B. wh 
has heard, loans money at moderate 
of interest. He lays the matter 

r. „ who readily consents to 
a thousand dollars, at 6 per cent interest per annum, 
taking a moatgage on the farm @s security. he 
transactions are completed—the young man marries 
and occupies thefarm. Attheend of the first year 
he says to Mr. B. that he would like to procure some 
more live stock and a few more farming implements, 
and that ne would like to defer the payment of in- 
terest to some future time. Mr. B. consents to this,

The tarm, repuospatane the average industrial 
enterprises of America, had become doubled in

One great danger now threatening the very exist- 
ence of building associations is the holding out of 
false inducements as to im — ae etc., ro- 
sorted to by some new associations for the purpose 
of Seating their shares, Some late associations, for 
instance, have been organized onthe new plan of a 
par value of $300 per share, the dues on which are $1 
per month, the borrower peying an extra $2 on every 
3300 borrowed, being $ — month for interest, 
and $1 per month for premium. the borrower re- 
ceives vp | dollar of his $300 when borrowing, the 
interest and premium being paid in monthly install- 
ments after borrowing. do far so good. But the 
circulars of these associations go on to state that an 
association on this plan will maturein 120 months, 
and some even go so far as to say 
months. Now, any man of ordinary sense can see 
that whether Intentionally or unintentionally this 
statement is far from the truth. To mature such an 
association its shares must reach the par value of 
$3 Now in 120 months each share has paid 8120 
and must therefore, to reach maturity, make in 120 
months a net profit of $180 per share. Now, as the 
$120 bas been paid in monthly installments, the en- 
tire $120 has only been in the hands of 
the association for an average of five years 
or sixty months, and therefore the $120 invested 
must have made a profit of $180 in five years. or $36 
every year, which is a rate of. gain of per cent per 
annum. Now as, according to their circulars, the 
most they can realize on loans is 4 per cent 
interest per cent premium, a total 
of 8 per cent. it is manifestly im- 
possible, after paying salaries and contingent ex- 
penses, to compound this 8 per cent in such way as 
to realize such an enormous profit as 30 per cent. 
To mature such an association will require at least 
thirteen yearsand if they do mature then they will 

ve made a net profi¢ of 14 per cent per an- 
num, about all the can reasonably expect. 
To maturé in 100 months, as claimed by some of our 
would-be Napoleons of finance, they must make a 
net profit of 43 percent perannum. Shades of John

LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


Bill for Its Regulation Before the Missis- 
sippi Legislature. 

JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 23.—The chapter in 
the new code of laws prepared by the com- 
mission received by the constitution, and 
which is now before the Legislature for adop- 
tion, regulating the sale of liquor, is headed 
‘*‘dramshops’’ and is very stringent in its 
provisions. Liquor is not allowed to be sold 
in connection with any other business, and 


hotels cannot have saloon attachments unless 
they have upwards of thirty rooms. The 
lowest license will cost $1,000 ju the country 
and $2,000 in a city and a $2,000 bond is re- 
quired for compliance with the requirements 
against selling to minors, drunken men, etc, 
The license can only be obtained upon the 
petition of freeholders.

Fort Tuul, Nov. W.—Before leaving 


fort Salisbury I made, in the company 
of Mr. Cecil Rhodes, an excursion 
to the Mazoe Valley. We accomplished 
the distance of thirty miles to the abode of 
the mining commissioner in the course of the 
day. Tbe road going north passes at the foot 
of Mount Hampden, about twelve miles from 
Fort Salisbury. Mount Hampden is an 
isolated kopje, a thousand yards or soin 
length, and some five hundred feet high. 
This celebrated eminence left behind, the 
road leaves the plain and descends into 
broken and picturesque country, where the 
uus are covered with tree and bush 
end put the traveler in mind of the 
jowlands of Bavaria. Following the valley 
of the Mazoe River for some distance we 
arrived at the ‘*Alice’’ and *‘Susanna’’ reefs, 
situated on the rightof the road about one 
hundred feet up the hillside. Here the quartz 
reef which is being worked by a syndicate of 
the Exploration Co. of London is found to be 
of a width of two feet and a half at a depth of 
fifty feet. Samples taken at this depth were 
assayed to yield from the Alice shait twenty- 
one pennyweights tothe ton, and from the 
Susanna thirty-three pennyweights. The 
reefis probably too marrow to supply any

Every cast 
of pair of trousers, drawers, boots and 
shoes, every coct and waistcoat thrown 
aside had been carefully collected by him, 
and ail that he could not actually wear on h 
en person.was accumulated in ap old sack; 
in this were also many other treasures, 
smashed pipe bowls and stems, empty pro- 
vision tims, exploded cartridge cases and 
every imaginable odd and end. In addition, 
he took with him two blankets’, two spades 
and two golden sovereigns in lieu of the 
goats which I had promised him, but could 
nM procure. These two latter he concealed 
away in alternate and numerous coverings of 
bags, Cases, and again bags and wrappings. 
His figure and appearance when he departed 
were inconceivably. grotesque. He is now 
probably a miliionaire in his kraal, has mar- 
ried the girlwhom he has long had in his 
eye, and as years go by he will add to his 
wealth by selling his daughters, should 
fortune stillattend him and give him female 
progeny. 

We reached the Lundi on the even- 
ing of the 22d. This stream we found greatly 
diminished in volume and its passage offered 
no difficulty. The dangerous rocky drift of 
the Wanetze had been much improved 
by the removal of many boulders from 
the bed of the riwer, and this obstacle to 
travelers was traversed without mishap at 
suncown on the third day of the journey. 
From Fort Victoria to the Wanetze some 
effort had been made to improve the condt- 
tion ofthe road. But a distance of eighty 
miles exhausted the energies of the Chartered 
company’s police. After the Wanetzge the 


| road relapses into a shocking condition, and 


stumps, rocks, deep ruts everywhere offera 
profusion of danger and discomfort tothe 
traveler. Our progress was also impeded vy 
a marked change in the temperature. The 
heat became excessive no rain bad 
falien south of the hills near 
the Wanetze River, dust envel- 
loped the carrages in  stifiing clouds 
and the myriads of flies almost amounted to 
aplague. The poor mules and horses soon 
showed the effects of the change, but their 
sufferings were added to by a total absence of 
young grass on which to graze during the day

The death of Prince Albert Victor of Wales 
invests the question of succession to the 
English crown, and, incidentally, that of the 
heirship to the various monarchies of Europe 
with an unprecedented interest.

This plague of our newer civilization is 
not infectious like that wonderful malady 
which Thucydides describes. It doesn’t 
strike our foremost men down over night, or 
clutch its victims in the market place. And 
as mysterious as it appeers to the laity, its 
nature and symptoms are now thoroughly 
well understood by the expert. But there is 
unquestionably a fascination about it, from 
the psychological point of view, on account 
of its remarkable increase of recent years as 
well as by reason of the deadiy persistence 
with which it drags its victim,no matter how 
high or how humble his station in life, haw 
wild or how quiet his previous habits, down 
into the grave. 

General paralysis, or general paresis, 
familiarly spoken of simply as paresis, has 
been known to medical science about fifty 
years, but the fatal significance of the term 
andthe individuality of the awful thing it 
stands for, seems only to have begun to dawn 
on the public vision very recently. Tou are 
probably right in surmising that ten or 
fifteen years since the word ‘paresis’ was 
new to newspaper readers, and from the first 
its victims seem to have bad their melan- 
choly fate aggravated, [ff possible, by the 
vague suspicion, ifnotthe open accusation, 
that in order to have been overtaken by this 
curse of our nerve-wearing, tissue-wasti 
civilization, they must first have been ty 
of some fearful excess, some indescribable 
indulgence, as a nishment for which, in 
ancient times, fire was sent even from 
Heaven. 

‘*A great deal of melodramatic nonsense of 
that kind has been retailed about town by 
innuendo and in stage whispers audible al- 
most from one bar-room to another.

AN EIGHTEENTH CENTURY BAROMETER. 


The Ancient Crude Method of Measuring 
Atmospheric Pressure, 


The cut represents a barometer, if so it may 
be called, for it has never served to measure 
the pressure of the air. 

The apparatus is bottle-shaped, similar in 
appearance to the Httle feed-cups. placed in 
bird cages, with an open tube bent upward. 
This tube has a series of graduated notches. 
Bird breeders have noticed that when itis 
about to rain the little cups. overfiow, while 
on the other hand, when the weather turns 
bright and dry the air enters the cup. Itis 
by a similar cause that our old-time barom- 
eter is affected, and the water rises and falls 
with the change ofthe weather. The appa- 
ratus is quite old in its construction, being the 
outcome of a science which at that time was 
still in its infancy.

The Traveler Visite the Home of Colum- 
dus Some Suggestions for the World’s 
Fatr— Italian Unity as Seén in the 


Movement of Troops. 
Written for the SuNDAY Posr-Disraron. 
III 


The last nigut of the Fulda on the Medi- 
terranean was not particularly happy, and 
the Gulf of Lyons added to its bad reputa- 
tion. Theship was so light that the moment 
a wavetickied her she jumped. With the 
dawn the waters subsided,and those opposed 
zo the Gulf of Lyons Said the fact that we 
were in the Gulfof Genoa accounted for the 
change forthe better. There was enjoyment 
in looking upon the southern shore of 
Franee. The grim mountains, with 
clusters of white houses that, 
according to appearances, were built. 
on the edge of the water, seemed 
to rise from it like exhalations; in fact they 

re at a considerable elevation, Nice was an 

ttraction, and Cannes, Mentone, Monaco,, 
followed, and after a time, when we had 
touched Italian waters, San Remo. It was 
a Surprise to see the mountains so close to 
the sea, and the slopes, that have such a 
sunny fame, so meagre. Above the range of 
white towers were snowy dots, that are the 


villas that great folks occupy, upon the theory 
that this air always has in it in the months 
of frost the balm of summer. How far is 
it to Genoa?’’ Forty minutes—nine miles, 
was the reply; and there was added, From 
the look of the cloud ahead, we shall go in na 
rainstorm.’’ There was a sharp shower, but 
it Passed soon. ‘‘Is that Genoa?’’ pointing 
toa whiteness that was spread against the 
highlands right ahead. ‘‘Yes.’’ And soon the 
city was revealed; mountains showed their 
peaks and shoulders and breasts through 
the vapor, andthe whiteness was resolved 
into vast structures whose color was that of 
the marble of Italy. The breakwaters are 
exceedingly massive ; the lighthouse lofty ; the 
ships numerous, and Genoa is still the Su- 
perb, The splendid word has belonged in all 
descriptions of her for many centuries, and 
she is not likely to lose it. The landing was, 
as all landings are, tedious, and to some ex- 
ent vexatious. It is the hour of importance 
or stewards and custom house officers, and 
above all for the silent figures in cocked hats, 
wrapped in cloaks, who posed in the most 
heroic manner and did nothing for anybody. 
These stately persons must represent the 
dignity of the grandold land so burdened 
with history, and that is politically a new 
country. Dealing with men who speak 
neither English nor French, nor yet German, 
is a sad task for the average American; but 
patience as to time anda willingness to dis- 
pense small coins will work wonders. lam 
informed that the Oustom- house officials are 
nat wholly insensible to the influences of 
civilization, and some of them con- 
sented, upon being confronted with ma- 
terial arguments, to allow the trunks to 
pass unopened, It was some time before I 
could find anybody who understood anything. 
New York ladies were disgusted when told 
that the Genoa Custom-house was really not 
ulte as bad as those of Liverpool and New 

ork. The hackmen are about the same. M 
man waited for me six minutes and reste 
upon that circumstance a claim for double 
fare, which was disallowed by the porter of 
the Hotel Isotta, with a degree of disdain in 
excess of the pravocation, The group on the 
landing was full of pictures—groups with 
dashes of high color-little donkeys with 
ponderous coliars and earts with enormous 
wheels.
